QON Thurfday the agth of February, Sir Paul 
4 Methuen reported to the Houfe of Commons, 
NM That their Addrefs for a particular and di- 
gen fPinct Account of the Sum of 250,000 |. &c. had 


% been prefented to his Majefty, and that his 
Majeity had commanded him to acquaint the Houfe, That 
the late King, his Maj-fty’s Royal Father, having the like 
Occafion, received from the laft Parliament the moft Duti- 
ful Acknowledgments of his great Care and Wifdom, in 
taking fuch Steps, and entring into fuch Engagements as he 
thought would Left conduce to the Security of this Kingdom, 
and the Prefervation of the Peace of Europe ; and at the 
fame Time the ftrongeft Ajjurances of their future Support, 
inall fuch farther Meafures as he fhould find necefJary and 
expedient for preventing a Rupture, and for the Honour 
and Advantage of thefe Kingdoms: And a Power dcing 
accordingly given by Parliament to his late Majefty, for 
ifuing and applying fuch Sums of Money as he should find 
necefJary, for anfwering and defraying fuch Expences and 
Engagements, as had been or fhould be made for thefe great 
and necefjary Purpofes 5 fome Part of the Money mentioned 
in this Addrefs, had been iffued and disburfed by his late 
Majefty 5 and the remaining Part has been apply'd by His 
Majefly, for carrying on the fame necefJary Services, for 
Strengthning his Alliances, and in fitting Engagemente 
of the utmoft Importance to thefe Kingdoms, and to the 
general Tranquillity of nee which require the areata 
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eft Secrecy. His Majefty therefore hopes, That this Houfe 
awill repofe the fame Confidence in him, and be affured, that 
the Money has been neceffarily expended, purfuant to the 
Power given by Att of Parliament, and for the Ufes and 
Purpofes thereby diretted ; and a particular and diftinft 
Account thereof cannot be given without manifeft Preju- 
dice to the Publick. 

This Anfwer being conformable to that which was 
return’d in February 1726-7, to a like Addrefs from 
the Commons, about the Difpofal of 125,007. Mr. 
William Pulteney, who then raifed feveral weighty Ob. 
jeftions againft fuch a vague and general Way of Ac- 
counting for publick Money, as tending to render 
Parliaments altogether infignificant and ufelefs ; to 
cover Imbezilments ; and to fereen corrupt and ra- 
pacious Minifters: Mr. Pulteney I fay, and feveral o. 
ther Gentlemen, fpoke againft this laft Meflage, urged 
the Increafe of the National Debt, notwithitanding the 
fo much boafted of Sinking Fund, and would have had that 
important Affair immediately debated in a grand Com- 
mittee. But the Court Party waved it, by moving 
to adjourn the Houfe to the Monday next iollowing; 
which, after fome Debate, was carried by a Majority 
of 202 Votes againft 66. 

Accordingly, on Monday the 4thof March, the Com- 
mons refolv’d to go that Afternoon into a Committee 
of the whole Houfe, to confider of the State of the 
Nation, in Relation to the National Debt, and referr’d 
to the faid Committee feveral Papers, viz. Firft, An 
Account of fuch of the National Debts, incurred be- 
fore the 25th of December 1716, as are redeemable by 
Parliament, with the Intereft or Annuity attending the 
fame, and when the fame are redeemable. Secondly, 
An Account of the Money paid into the Exchequer, 
arifen upon the Duties on Coals and Culm (continued 
by an ‘Aét of the 5th Year of his late Majefty’s Reign, 
for building new Churches, and for the Supply of 
that Year ) from the 29th Day of September 1720, 
to the 29th Day of September 1727, diftinguifhing each 
Year ; and alfo the Account of the prefent Annual, 
and other Charges thereupon. Thirdly, An Account 
fhewing hhow the Money given for the Service of 
the Year 1727, hath been difpofed of, diftinguifh’d 
under the feveral Heads, until the 15th of February, 
1727, with the Deficiency thereupon. Fourthly, An Ac- 
count of the Eftimate of the Debt of his Majefty’s 
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Navy, as it ftood on the 31ft of December, 1727. It was 





alfo Ordered, That Mr. Alexander Chocke, Mr. Stephen 


Downs, Mr. James Green, and Mr. Peter le Heup, thould 
attend the faid Committee, into which the Houfe ha- 
ving refolved itfelf, they were examined ws to the 
Papers above - mention’d. This done, a Motion was 
made on the Court Side, ‘ that it appears, Thar the 
© Monies already iffued and applied towards difcharging 
¢ the National Debts, incurred before Carifimas 1716, 
¢ (together with the Sum of Two Hundred and Twenty 
¢ Thoufand Four Hundred Thirty-Five Pounds, Six- 
¢ teen Shillings and Four Pence Three Farthings, which 
¢ will be iffued at Lady-Day 1728, towards difcharging 
‘ the faid Debts ; ) amount to Six Millions, Six Hun- 
¢ dred Forty-Eight Thoufand, Seven Hundred sixty-Two 

¢ Pounds, Five Shillings and One Penny Farthing. 
Hereupon there arofe a very warm and long Debate, 
that lafted till paft Eight of the Clock in the Evening. 
Mr. Daniel Pulteney, who fpoke firtt againft the Motion, 
endeavour’d to fhew the fallacious Tendency of it ; 
he was feconded by his Coufin, Mr. William Pulteney, 
and the latter was fupported by the Lord Morperi:, 
Mr. Shippen, Sir William Wyndham, and fome other Gen- 
tlemen. They fuggefted in general, ‘ That notwith- 
‘ ftanding the Supplies that were annually raifed in 
‘the Jaft Reign ; notwithftanding the great Sums of 
‘Money given from Time to Time, for extraordinary 
‘Expences, and fecret Service ; notwithftanding the 
‘ Produce of the Sinking Fund, yet the Pudlick Dedts, 
‘or the gradual Difcharge of which that famous Pro- 
* je&t was faid to be contrived, were rather increafed 
‘than leffened ; and this in a Time of almoft unin- 
‘terrupted Peace and Tranquillity, which muft be 
‘owing to a very profufe Management of the publick 
‘ Treafure ; and yielded but a very melancholly Prof- 
* pe&t, fince at this Rate our Debts muft {till grow 
* fafter, in Cafe of a War, or publick Troubles ; fo that 
‘the heavy and numerous Taxes that now Jay upon the 

‘Nation, muft be perpetuated to the lateft Pofterity, 
Then, entering upon Particulars, they took Notice of 
the Artifice with which the Accounts that lay before 
them, were drawn up: That in order to fwell that of 
the Sums faid to have been iffued and applied towards 
the Difcharge ofthe publick Debts, incurred before 
Chriffmas 1716, there was added to it above three Mil- 
lions, for the advanced Price i. in the Year 1720, 
a in 
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in order to makejthe Irredeemables redeemable, which 
could not properly be call’d a Payment ot thofe Debts; 
whereas, on the other Hand, in the Account of the 
prefent National Debt, or of the Increafe of that Debt 
fince Chrifimas 1716, feveral large Sums were omitted, 
particularly One Million, raifed upon the Credit of the 
Civil Lift, and feveral Deficiences on the Land-Tax, 
Malt, and other Funds, which certainly ftill remaineda 
Publick Debt. Sir Robert Wa!pole, againit whom thofe 
Objeftions and Reflections were chiefly levelled, fuftain- 
edalone, and repell’d the Attacks of his Antagonifts, 
and, in a long Speech, having fhew’d the Nature and 
State of the publick Debts, and the Operation and Efi- 
cacy of the Sinking Fund, ftrenuoufly maintain’d the Af- 
fertion contain’d in the Motion. The oppofite Party per- 
ceiving that the Majority of the Committee were con: 
vinced by his Arguments, moved that Mr. Speaker fhould 
refume the Chair; but, after fome further Debate, the 
Queftion being put upon this fecond Motion, it was carried 
in the Negative, by 250 Voices againft 97 ; after which 
the Queftion being put upon the firft Motion, it was 
carried without Dividing; and the further Confidera 
tion of the State of the Nation, in Relation to the Na 
tional Debt, was put offto the Thurfday following, and 
then again to the next Day. 

Accordingly on the 8th of March, the Commons, in 
a Committee of the whole Houfe, refumed the Con- 
fideration of the National Debt, and after a long De- 
bate came to three other Refolutions, which together 
with the Firft, are as follows. 

Firft, That the Monies already iffued and applied to 
wards Difcharging the National Debts incurred before 
Chrifimas 1716, (together with the Sum of Two Hun- 
dred and Twenty Thoufand Four Hundred Thirty-Five 
Pounds, Sixteen Shillings and Four Pence Three Far- 
things, whieh will be iffued at Lady-Day, 1728, to- 
wards difcharging the faid Debts ;) amount to Six Mil 
lions, Six Hundred Forty-Eight Thoufand, Seven Hun- 
dred Sixty-Two Pounds, Five Shillings and One Penny 
Farthing. 

Secondly, That the feveral National Debts (including 
the Debt of the Navy, as it ftood on the 31ft Day of 
December, 1727,) contraéted and incurred fince the 25th 
Day of December, 1716, for anfwering and defraying 
the Annual Charges and Expences of the Publick, for 
the Current Service of the feveral Years fince the faid 
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twenty-fifth Day of December, 1716, on the eighth Day 
of March, 1727, amount to the Sum of Two Millions, 
fix Hundred and five Thoufand, five Hundred and forty- 
five Pounds, fixteen Shillings and three Farthings. 

3dly, That the National Debt contratted fince the 
twenty-fifth Day of December, 1716, for or in refpeé of 
the Sum advanced by the South-Sea Company, purfuant 
to an Aét of the Fifth Year of his late Majefly’s Reign, 
for the Liberty of encreafing their Capital Stock, being 
fo much thereof as was apply’d to the Sinking Fund, 
doth amount to the Sum of Three Hundred twenty- 
eight Thoufand fix Hundred feventy-three Pounds, 
fuur Shillings and ten-pence half-penny. 

4th'y, That the National Debt contraéted fince the 
twenty-fifth Day of Decemder 1716, for making goo 
the yearly Deficiencies of the General Fund, from the 
Eftablifhment thereof, to and for the Year ending at 
Michaelmas, 1726, the Surplus whereof is applicable to 
the Sinking Fund amounts to the Sum of feven Hundred 
and three Thoufand feven Hundred and forty Pounds, 
fix Shillings and Two-pence Half-penny. 

On Tuefday the 12th of March, Sir Charles Turner ha- 
ving reported the abovementioned four Refolutions, the 
fame occafioned a long Debate, which was chiefly ma- 
naged by Mr. William Pulteney, on the one fide, and Sir 
Robert Walpole on the other. 

Upon the whole Matter, the firft of the faid Refolu- 
tions being read a fecond Time; and a Motion being 
made, and the Queftion being put, That the faid Refolu- 
tions be re-committed, it paffed in the Negative: After 
which the faid Refolution was agreed to by the Houfe. 

The fecond of the faid Refvlutions being read a fe- 
cond Time, and a Motion being made, and the Queftion 
being put, That the faid Refolution be recommitted? 
It paffed in the Negative: Then the faid Refolution 
was agreed to by the Houfe. 

The Third of the faid Refolutions being read a fecond 
Time, was agreed to by the Houfe. 

The laft of thefe faid Refolutions being read a fecond 
Time, was, with an Amendment, agreed to by the 
Houfe, and is as followeth, viz 

Refolved, That the National Debt contraéted fince the 
twenty-fifth Day of December, 1716, for making good the 
Deficiences of the General Fund, from the Eftablifhment 
thereof, to and for the Year ending at Michaelmas, 1726, 
the Surplus whereof is applicable to the Sinking Fund, 

amounts 
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amounts to the Sum of feven Hundred and three Thou- 
fond, feven Hundred and forty Pounds, fix Shillings and 
Two pence Half-penny; and that by Virtue of two 
A&s of Parliament of the fifth Year of his tate Maje- 
fty, further Additions have been made to the Capital 
Stock of the South Sea Company, for making good feveral 
Deficiences of the Original and Additional Funds of the 
faid Company, fettled and ettablifhed before the twenty. 
fifth Day of December, 1716, amounting together to the 
Sum of two Hundred ninety Thoufand and twenty-eight 
Pounds, Nineteen Shillings and Eleven pence Half- 
penny 

The Courtiers having carried their Point fo far, it was 
moved, and Refolved, Nemine Contradicente, That an 
humble Reprefentation be made to his Majefty up- 
on the faid Refolutions, and upon the Debate of the 
Houfe, laying before his Majefty a particular Account 
of the National Debts difcharged and incurred fince 
the twenty-fifth Day of December, 1716, diftinguifhed 
under their proper Heads and Services; with a State 
of the Sinking Fund, and of the Publick Credit: And 
a Committee was appointed to draw up the faid Re- 
prefentation, to whom feveral Papers, relating to that 
Affair, were afterwards referred. 

Let’s now attend other lefs material Proceeding of the 
Commons during this Month. On Monday the 4th of 
March, a Petition of the poor, diftreffed, and infolvent 
Debtors in the Gaol for the County of Hertford, was 
prefented to the Houfe and read, praying fuch Relief as 
the Houfe fhould think proper: And feveral Petitions, 
of the like Nature, were in this Munth, prefented to 
the Houfe, and ordered to lie on the Table. The fame 
Day (March qth) a Petition of the Vicar, Church- 
Wardens, Veftry, and other Inhabitants and Land-holders 
of the Parifh of St. Martin in the Fields, was prefented 
to the Houfe and read, fetting forth, That as they ap- 
prehend the Separation of the Parifh of St. George Hano- 
ver-Square,from the faid Parifh of St. Martin in the Fields, 
extends only to their Parifh Rates and Duties, and not 
to the Land-Tax, or any Parliamentary Tax; that the 
Partth of St. Martin will be highly prejudiced, in Cafe 
the faid Parifh of St. George Hanover-Square fhould have 
any particular Sum raifed within the fame, difting& 
from St. Martin’s Parifh, where the Rents daily leffen, 
by Reafon of the daily Increafe of Buildings in St. 
Gecorge’s Parith; and praying the Confideration of the 
Houfe, 
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Houfe, and that they may be heard before any Altera- 
tion be made in the Bill for the Land-Tax for 17285 
which Petition was referr’d to the Committee appoint- 
ed to confider of the Petition of the Inhabitants of 
St. George Hanver-Square. 

On the 6th of March, the Commons in a Commit- 
tee of the whole Houfe, confidered further of the Bill 
for Encouraging Seamen, and read feveral Papers relating 
to that Affair. 

The next Day, March 7th, the Commons, in a grand 
Committee, went through the Bill for the Relief of the 
Lord William Powlett, &c. and made feveral Amend- 
ments thereunto; after which the fame Committee went 
alfo through the Bill for punifhing Mutiny and Defertion, 
&e. 

On Saturday the oth, the Commons agreed to the 
Refolutions of the Committee to whom the Petition of 
Briskmakers, Tylers, and Bricklayers, had been referred, 
viz. 
1ft. That That the Mafter and Wardens of the Company 
of Tylers and Bricklayers appointed to put in Ex- 
ecution an A& paffed in the Twelfth Year of His late 
Majefty'’s Reign, (intitled, An Att to prevent Abu/es 
in the making of Bricks and Ty'es, and to afcertain the 
Dimenfions thereof, and to prevent all unlawful Combina- 
tions amongft any Brickmakers, or Tylemakers within fif- 
teen Miles of the City of London, in Order to advance 
or inhance the Price of Bricks or Tyles) have not exe- 
cuted the fame duly, foas they ought to have done. 

adly, That the Power of impofing Fines be in the 
Matter, Wardens, and Affiftants of the Company of Ty- 
lers, and Bricklayers or the Major Part of them affembied, 

gdly, That for the more effe&tual Preventing Frauds 
and Abufes in the making of Bricks and Tyles, with- 
in fifteen Miles Diftance from the Cities of Lon- 
don and Weftminfter, Power be given to the Juftices of 
the Peace, at their refpeStive General or Quarter-Sef- 
fions, to appoint ‘Searchers, who fhall have equal Au- 
thority with thofe appointed by the faid Company of 
Tylers and Bricklayers. 

4thly, That all bad Briks fhall be brdken and de- 
ftroyed, at at the Charge of fuch Brickmakers who {hall 
be convitted of making the fame. 

And a Bill was ordered to be brought in upon the 
faid Refolutions, after which the Houfe proceeded to 
hear the ‘Merits of the Eleftion for the Borough of 
2 Richmond 
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Ricamond, in the County of York, and after fome Time 
{pent therein, put off that Affair to the Thur/day next 
following. 

On Monday the 11th of March, the Commons ina 
grand Committee, made fome Progrefs in the Land-Tay 
Bill; as they did alfo in the Bill for Encouraging 
Seamen. 

On Tuefday the 12th Mr. Bladen reported from the 
Committee, to whom the Petition of the Veftry and 
Inhabitants of the Parifh of St. George Hanover-Square, 
within the Liberty of Wefminfter, in Behalf of them- 
felves and others, Proprietors of feveral Lands and 
Houfes in the faid Parifh; and alfo the Petition of the 
Vicar, Church- Wardens, Veitry, and other Inhabitants 
and Landholders of the Parifh of St. Martin in the Fields 
were referred. That the Committee had examined the 
Matter of the faid Petitions, and dire&ted him to re- 
port the fame; which he did accordingly. And the 
Confideration of the faid Report was put off “till the 
next Day. Then Mr. Earle reported the Refolu- 
tion of the Committee of Privileges and Eleétions, 
touching the Eleétion for the County of Bucks, which 
was agreed to, viz. That Richard Hampden, Efq; was 
duly ele&ted for the faid County. 

The next Day, March the 13th, The Commons agreed 
to the Amendments made by the grand Committee to 
the Bill for punifhing Mutiny and Defertion, and ordered 
the faid Bill to be Ingroffed. 

After this, a Petition of Hyacinthus Richard Nugent, 
commonly called Lord Riverfton of the Kingdom of Ire- 
land, was prefented to the Houfe and read, fetting forth, 
That by Reafon of an Outlawry againft him for Treafon, 
fuppofed to be committed by him againft their late 
Majefties King William and Queen Mary, when the Pe- 
titioner was but fix Years old, he is difabled to fue for, 
or hold the Eftate of his late Father Thomas Nugent, 
deceafed, commonly called Lord Riverton (to whom he 
is eldeft Son and Heir) which Eftate in Ireland, his 
younger Brother William Nugent enjoys, without any 
Title but an ufurped Poffeflion, taking Advantage of 
the faid Outlawry to deprive the Petitioner of his 
Right, who can be relieved only by A& of Parliament, 
which he hopes will be thought reafonable, to enable 
him to fue and be fued without reverfing the Out- 
lawry, and without Prejudice to any Proteftant Pur-

Queftion being only between him and his faid Brother; 
and not interfereing with any Proteftant Families poffef 
fed of any forfeited Eftates in the faid Kingdom, (the 
Petitioner’s Father being within the Articles of Li- 
merick, and no Part of his Eftate forfeited, or granted by 
the Crown to any Proteftant) and therefore praying fuch 
Relief as the Houfe hall think fit. 

Mr. Chancellor of the Exchequer acqurinted the Houfe, 
That the Petitioner’s Cafe having been humbly repre- 
fented to his Majeity, his Majefty had commanded him to 
acquaint this Houfe, That his Majefty gives his Confent 
that this Houfe may do therein as they think fit. 

Ordered, That Leave be given to bring in a Bill for 
Relief of the Petitioner, and that Mr. Pelham, the 
Lord Gage, and Mr. Whitworth, do prepare and bring in 
the fame. 

After this, Mr. Treafurer, by his Majefty’s Command, 
laid before the Houfe, a Copy of the Aft for the Execution 
of the Preliminaries, figned at the Pardo, March the 6th, 
1728. N. S. and Tranflation thereof, which Papers were 
ordered to lie on the Table. Then Mr. Speaker was or- 
dered to iffue out his Warrant for a new Writ for elcét- 
ing a Burgefs for the Borough of Wendover, in the 
County of Bucks, in the Room of Richard Hampden, Eqs 
who being chofen for the faid Borough, and alfo for the 
fiid County had made his Ele&tion for the latter. 

After this, the Commons took into Confideration the 
Report touching the Petitions of the Parifhes of St. 
George Hanover-Square, and of St. Martin in tie Fields, 
and thereupon ordered, That it be an Inftruétion to 
the Committee of the whole Houfe, to whom the Bil! 
for granting an Aid to his Majefty by a Land-Tax, was 
committed, fhould receive a Claufe or Claufes to oblige 
the Commiffioners for the City of Weftminfter, and Li- 
berties thereof, and Offices executed in Weftminfter-Hall, 
to afcertain the Proportion of the Land-Tax to be 
charged upon the Parifh of St. George Hanover-Sguare, 
difling&t from the Parith of St. Martin in the Fields. 

On the 14th a Complaint being made to the Houfe of 
a printed Pamphlet, intitled, The Gloucefter ‘Fournal :

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of the Privilege of this Houfe: The faid Pamphlet 
was delivered in at the Table, and feveral Paragraphs 
having been read, it was ordered that the faid R. Raikes 
fhould attend this Houfe that Day Fortnight. After 
this an ingroffed Bill for the Relief of the Lord William 
Powlett, was read the third Time, paffed, and fent up 
to the Lords ; and then the Houfe having proceeded to 
the further hearing the Merits of the Eleétion for the 
Borough of Richmond in the County of York, Refolved 
that Charles Bathurft, and Sir Marmaduke Wywill, Bart, 
were not duly eletted, and that Fohn Yorke, Efq; and 
the Honourable Sir Conyers D’ Arcy, Knight of the moft 
Honourable Order of the Bath, were duly ele&ted for the 
faid Borough of Richmond. After this, in a grand Com- 
mittee, fome further Progrefs was made in the Bill for 
encouraging Seamen. 

The next Day, the Commons ordered the Commif- 
fioners of the Cuftoms to lay before them, An Account 
of the Exports of Gold and Silver, either in Foreign Coin 
or Bullion, from Chriftmas 1722, to Ghriftmas 1727; Af- 
ter which, in a grand Committee, fome further Pro- 
grefs was made in the Land-Tax Bill. 

On Monday the 18th of March, after the Reading of 
feveral Petitions for repairing Roads, which were re- 
ferred to a Committee, the Bill for punifhing Mutin 
and Defertion, &c. was read the third Time, pate’, 
and fent up to the Lords. 

The next Day, the Commons proceeded to the Hear- 
ing the Merits of the Eleétion and Return for the Bo- 
tough of Carmarthen, and after the hearing Counfel and 
examined Witneffes, put off that Affair to the Thur/- 
day following. 

On Wednefday the 20th, the Commons, in a grand 

Committee, confidered further of Ways and Means for 
raifing the Supply, and refolved, 
' I. That the Sum of fifteen Thoufand feven Hundred 
fifty-feven Pounds, fifteen Shillings, remaining in the 
Receipt of his Majefty’s Exchequer on Arrears of former 
Land Taxes, be apply’d towards raifing the Supply grant- 
ed to his Majefty for the Service of the Year One Thou- 
fand feven Hundred and twenty-eight. 

II. That a Sum not exceeding thirty three Thoufand 
fix Hundred and eleven Pounds, five Shillings and four- 
pence Half-penny, be granted to his Majefty for making 
good the Deficiency of the General Fund of feven Hun- 
dred twenty-four Thoufand, eight Hundred forty-nine 

Pounds, 
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Pounds, fix Shillings and ten-pence, and one fifth Pare 
of a Penny per Annum, for the Year ended at Michael- 
mas, One Thoufand feven Hundred and twenty-feven. 

After this, in a grand Committee, fome further Pros 
grefs was made in the Land-Tay Bill. 

The next Day, March the 21ft, Sir Charles Turner 
having reported the two Refolutions abovementiuned 
on Ways and Means, the firft being read a fecond Time, 
was, upon the Queftion put thereupon, agreed unto by 
the Houfe; but the fecond was poftponed ; and it was 
ordered, that it be anInftruction to the Committee of the 
whole Houfe, to add a Claufe to the Land-Tax Bill pur- 
fuant to the faid firft Refolution. Then the Houfe proceed- 
ed to the further Hearing the Merits of the Eleftion and 
Return for the Borough of Carmarthen, and put it off 
again "till the Saturday following. 

On the 22d, the Commons ordered, the State of the 
yearly Revenue and Expences of Greenwich Hofpital 
to be laid before the Houfe; as alfo an Account of the 
Number of Penfioners at prefent lodged and maintained 
in Greenwich Hofpital, what Conveniencies there are 
for lodging a greater Number, and for how many; 
together with an Eftimate of what may be the Ex- 
pence of maintaining any fuch additional Number : 
Andthen, in a grand Committee, fome further Progrefs 
was made in the Land-Tax Bill. 

The King being this Day come to the Houfe of Peers, 
with the ufual State and Solemnity, and the Commons 
being fent for up, and attending, his Majefty was plea- 
fed to give the Royal Affent to the following Bills, 
Vi. 





1. An Aét for punifhing Mutiny and Defertion, and for 
the better Payment of the Army and their Quarters. 

2. An Aét for making more effeétal an Att paffed in the 
fourth Year of the Reign of His late Majefty King George, 
intitled, An Ait for repairing the Highways from Maiden- 
head Bridge to Sunning Lane End (next to Twyford) in 
the Road to Reading, and from the faid Bridge to Henley 
Bridge in the County of Berks. 

An Aét for repairing the Road leading from Chatteris 
Ferry, which divides the Ifle of Ely from the County of 
Huntingdon, to Hammon’s Eau, and from thence to So- 
— Bridge, at Somerfham Town’s End in the [aid 
Lounty. 7 

And to three private Bills. 
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~The Commons being returned to their Houfe, refu- 
med in a grand Committee, the Conlideratiqn of the 
Land-Tax Bill, and went through the fame. 

On the 23d of March, the Commons upon further 
hearing the Merits of the Ele&tion and Return for the 
County-Borough of Carmarthen, ref{.lved, that Arthur 
Bevan, Efq; was duly eleéted for the faid Borough. 

On Monday the 25th the Commiffioners of the Navy 
were ordered to lay before the Houfe, an Account of 
how much of the Navy Debt due at Chriffmas 1716 did 
remain unpaid on the eighth Day of March, 17273 and 
the next Day it was alfo ordered, 

1ft. That the Commiffioners of the Cuftoms do lay be- 
fore this Houfe, an Account of the Foreign Coin and Bul- 
lion entred for Exportation, from the fixteenth Day of 
January, 1717, to the Fifteenth Day of March, 1727, 
diftinguifhing each Year, and the Countries for which 
the faid Entries were made. 

zdly, That the Wardens of the Gold/mith’s Company 
do lay before this Houfe, an Account of the Plate of 
the Old and New Standard, marked at Gold/mith’s Hal', 
from the twentieth Day of ‘January, 1717, to the fif- 
teenth Day of March, 1727. Thefame Day in a Com- 
mittee of the whole Houfe, fome further Progrefs was 
made in the Bill for encouraging Seamen. 

On Wednefday the 27th, feveral Accounts that had 
been called for, from the Exchequer, Cuftomhoufe, and 
Greenwich Hofpital, were laid before the Commons, 
who, upon the Report mide by Sir Charles Turxer, 
of the Amendments made in the grand Committee, 
to the Land-Tax Bill, agreed to fome of them; as 
they did the next Dav, to all the reft, and ordered the 
faid Bill to be engroffed. The fame Day, March the 
28th, feveral other Papers relating to Greenwich Hofpi- 
tal were called for, after which the Houfe being inform: 
ed that Robert Raikes Printer at Gloucefter, and F. Wil/on 
Bookfeller at Briftol, attended at the Door (according to 
Order) Rodert Raikes was called in, to the Bar, where 
he owned the Printing of the Pamplet complained of, 
and faid he had the Intelligence therein mention’d 
(which relates to the Proceedings of this Houfe) from 
Edward Cave of the Poft-Office, London, and that F. 
Wilfon nad no Concern in the Printing thereof. And 
being withdrawn, it was Refolved, that Robert Raikes 
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was guilty of a Breach of the Privilege of this Houfe, 
And then it was ordered, iff. That the faid Rodert 
Raikes be, for his faid Breach of Privilege, taken into 
the Cuflody of the Serjeant at Arms attending the 
Houfe. 2dly, That the faid ‘f. Wiljon be difcharged 
from his further Attendance upon the Houfe. 2dly, 
That Edward Cave of the Foft-Office, London, do at- 
tend the Houfe upon Saturday Morning next. 

On the twenty-ninth of Marci, Dr. Sayer report- 
ed from the Committee to whom the Petition of the 
Church-Wardens, Overfeers of the Poor, and the prin- 
cipal Inhabitants of the five feveral Hamlets of Sow, 
Poplar, Spittle-fields, Wapping-Stepney, and Limehoufe, 
in the Parifh of St. Dunjftan Stebunheath, alias Step- 
ney, in the County of Middlefex, was referred, That 
the Committee had examined the Matter of the faid 
Petition, and had direé&ted him to report the fame, 
as it appeared to them to the Houfe; and he read 
the Report in his Place, and afterwards delivered it in 
at the Table, where the fame was read; and thereupon 
it was ordered, That Leave be given to bring in a Bill 
for uniting the Moieties or Portions of the Reétory of 
St. Dunftan Stepney, alias Stebunheath, and for making 
one Reétor full Incumbent of the faid Rectory, and for 
converting the Chapel at Poplar into a Parifh-Church, 
and appointing a Diftri€&t for a new Parifh for the fame; 
and for the Maintenance of the Minifters of five new 
Churches at Stratford-Bow , Poplar, Spittle - Fields , 
Wapping -Stepney, and Limehoufe ; and for reftraining the 
Church Wardens of the faid five new Churches from 
difpofing of the Pews, and Places in Pews, without 
the Confent of the Veftry; and for making the Parifh- 
Clerks of Spittle-Fields, Wapping, Stepney, Limehou/e, 
Members of the Corporation or Company of Parifh 
Clerks; and that Dr. Sayer, Mr. Clayton of Sundon, Mr. 
Lawfon, Mr. Drummond, and Mr. Alderman Child Jo 
prepare and bring in the fame. After this Sir Charles 
Turner prefented to the Houfe a Bill for granting an Aid 
to his Majefty by Sale of Annuities to the Bank of Eng- 
land, to be charged on the Duties on Coals and Culm, &c. 
which was read the firft Time,.and ordered to be read a 
fecond Time, 

On Saturday the 30th, the Houfe being informed, that 
Edward Cave of the Poft-Office, London, attended at the 
Door (according to Order) he was called in and examin- 
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ed at the Bar, touching his fending to Robert Raikes» 
Printer at Gloucefter, the Intelligences (relating to the 
Proceedings of this Houfe) mentioned in the Printed 
Pamphlet complained of the 14th Day of March Inftant; 
and the faid Rovert Raikes was alfo called in and examin- 
ed: And the faid Edward Gave owning, that he had fent 
to Rosert Raikes feveral written News-Letters, (which 
did contain Intelligences relating to the Proceedings of 
this Houfe) and he delivering in other written News- 
Letters, which he faid he reeeived from William Wye, 
John Stanley, Jahn Willys, Elias Delpeuch (containing alfa 
Intelligences relating to the Proceedings of the Houfe;) 
And the faid Edward Cave and Robert Raikes being with- 
drawn, the Journal of the twenty-third of ‘January 1722, 
was read; whereupon it was Refolved, That Edward 
Cave having prefumed to difperfe written News-Let- 
ters, containing Accounts of the Proceedings of the Houfe, 
is guilty of a Breach of the Privilege of the Houfe, for 
which he was Ordered to be taken into the Cuftody of the 
Serjeant at Arms. It was alfo Ordered, That William 
Wye, Fokn Stanley, Fohn Willys, and Elias Delpeuch, fhould 
attend the Houfe on Tue/day the 2d of April next. Then 
the Houfe proceeded to the Hearing the Merits of the 
Eleétion for the Borough of Andower, in the County of 
Southampton, and Refolved, That the Honourable Charles 
Collyear, Efq; was duly ele&ted Burgefs for the faid Bo- 
rough. 

On Monday the 1ft of April, two Accounts and two 
Eftimates, relating to the Revenue and Debts of 
Greenwich Hofpital, were laid before the Commons; 
who, in a grand Committee, having confidered of the 
Petition of Thomas Hammond, Ordered, That a Bill be 
brought in to enable the Lords Commiffioners of the 
Treafury, or the Lord High Treafurer for the Time be- 
ing, to compound with the faid Thomas Hammond, late 
of London, Merchant, and his Sureties, a Debt due 
to the Crown, for Cuftoms on Tobacco and Wines: And 
then, in a Committee of the whole Houfe, fome further 
Progrefs was made in the Bill for encouraging Sea- 
men, 

The next Day, April 2. Mr. Chocke, from the Exche- 
quer, prefented to the Houfe, an Account of what An- 
nual Sum was piyable at the Exchequer for Annuities on 
two Lives, of which the Reverfions have not been fold, 
as the fame ftood on the Twenty-fifth of December, 
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17163; and alfo an Account of what principal Sums, 
charged on the feveral general Mortgages in the 
6th, 7th and 8th Years of the Reign of the late Queen 
Anne, were undifcharged on the Twenty-fifth of De- 
cember, 1716, and have fince been paid off: Then a Pe- 
tition of Charles Townjhend, in Behalf of George Town- 
frend, Montague Bacon, Sohn Attwood, and ohn Burton, 
late Commiffioners for licenfing Hawkers, Pedlers, and 
Petty Chapmen, was prefented to the Houfe and read, 
praying that Leave may be given to bring in a Bill to 
enable the Lords Commiffioners of his Majefty’s Trea- 
fury, or the Lord High Treafurer for the Time being, 
to compound with the faid late Commiffioners of Hawk- 
ers, &c. for a Debt due to the Crown, occafioned by 
the Default of Mr. Thomas Tomkins (late Cabhire of 
the faid Office) who hath withdrawn himfelf into 
Parts beyond the Seas; or that they may have fuck 
other Relief as the Houfe fhall think fit. Here- 
upon Mr. Chancellor of the Exchequer acquainted the 
Houfe, that the Circumftances of this Cafe having 
been humbly laid before his Majefty, his Majefty had 
commanded him to acquaint this Houfe that his Ma- 
jefty gives his Confent, that this Houfe may do there« 
in as they think fit. And the flanding Order of the 
Houfe, of the twenty-fifth of March, 1715, and the 
Certificates annexed to the faid Petition, and alfo the 
Journal of the feventh of March 1726, having been read, 
it was ordered that the faid Petition be referred to the 
Confideration of a Committee of the whole Houfe. Af- 
ter this, in a Committee of the whole Houfe, fome 
further Progrefs was made in the Bill for encouraging 
Seamen. 

On Wednefday the 34 of April, a Petition of Henry 
Lord Bifhop of Cloyne in the Kingdom of Ireland was pre- 
fented to the Houfe and read, praying fuch Relief as the 
Houfe fhould think fit, in Relation to a Sum of One 
Thoufand three Hundred and forty Pounds, paid by 
Charles late Lord Bifhop of Cloyne, in Part of the Pur- 
chafe Money for the Lands of Donoghmore, fold by the late 
Truftees for the forfeited Eftates in Ireland, which Lands 
were afterwards reftored to the See of Cloyne, by an A& 
of the third Year of the Reign of the late Queen Anne, 
and Provifion was made in the faid A&t for Repay- 
ment of the faid One Thoufand three Hundred and 
forty Pounds out of the Produce of the faid forfeited 
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Eftates, but fuch Provifion has proved ineffeStual, and 
the faid Lands thereby remain in the Poffeffion of the 
Executrix of the faid late Bifhop of Cloyne, until Repay- 
ment of the fuid One Thoufand three Hundred and for- 
ty Pounds with Intereit. And Mr. Chancellor of the 
Exchequer having acquainted the Houfe, That this Cafe 
had been humbly reprefented to his Majefty, and that 
his Majefty had commanded him to acquaint this 
Houfe, that his Majefty gives his Confent, that this 
Houfe may do therein as they think fit; it was there- 
upon ordered, That a Bill be brought in according to the 
faid Petition. 

Then a Petition of the Commiffioners and Trutftees 
appointed by an Aét of Parliament pafled in the twelfth 
Year of his late Majefty’s Reign, for building a Bridge 
crofs the River of Thames, from the Town of Fulham in 
the County of Middlefex, to the Town of Putney, in the 
County of Surrey, was prefented to the Houfe and read, 
fetting forth the Progrefs they have made towards 
Building the faid Bridge, and that they are not ena- 
bled by the faid Aé@ to raife Money fufficient for the 
faid Work, and praying the Confideration of the Houfe, 
and fuch Relief, by explaining and amending the faid 
A&, as may enable them to build a Bridge, and to re- 
pair and maintain the fame: Which Petition was re- 
ferred to the Confideration of a Committee. After this, 
Willliam Wye, Fohn Stanley, Fohn Wirlys, and Elias Del- 
peuch, attending at the Door, were feverally called in, 
and examined at the Bar, touching their Writing and 
difperfing feveral written News Letters, containing In- 
telligences relating to the Proceedings of this Houfe: 
upon which it was refolved that they were guilty 
of a Breach of the Privilege of this Houfe, and or- 
dered that they be taken into the Cuftody of the Ser- 
jeant at Arms. 

On Thurfday, April the 4th, a Bill for difcharging 
an Incumbrance on the Lands of Donoghmore, Part of 
the Bifhoprick of Cloyne in Ireland, was read a firft Time, 
and ordered to be read a fecond: As was alfo a Bill to ena- 
ble the Commiffioners of the Treafury, or the Lord High 
Treafurer for the Time being, to compound with 
Thomas Hammond, \ate of London, Merchant, and his 
Sureties, for a Debt due to the Crown, &c. 

_ Then the Houfe proceeded to the Hearing the Me- 
rits of the Eleftion for the Borough of Bramber, in the 
County 
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County of Suffev, and the Counfel being heard, and 
feveral Witneffles examined, it was refolved that ohn 
Gumley, Efq; fitting Member, was not duly eleSted ; 
and that James Hofte Jun. Efq; was duly elected for the 
faid Borough. 

On Friday the 5th the Houfe was informed, that an 
Article relating to the Duty upon wrought Plate was 
omitted tobe inferted in the Account, which Mr. Chocke, 
from the Exchequer, prefented to the Houfe the Twen- 
tv-feventh of Merch laft (purfuant to their Order of 
the Twelfth of March) Intitled, An Account of all 
the Publick Debts, at the Receipts of his Majeity’s 
Exchequer, due or ftanding out at Chriftmas 1727, with 
the Annual Intereft or Sums paid for the fume ; where- 
upon it was ordered, that the faid Mr. Chocke have Leave 
to withdraw the fuid Accounts and that he do prefent 
to this Houfe a perfect Account of all the publick 
Debts, at the Receipt of his Majefty’s Exchequer, due 
or ftanding out at Chriffmas 1727, with the Annual In- 
tereft or Sums paid for the fame. This Omiifion, 
however, occafioned a Complaint and Debate, wherein 
fevere Refilettions were made on the Negle& and Cure- 
leffnefs, with which the Publick Accounts, laid before 
the Houfe, were drawn up; and thereupon it was 
moved, that, in Order to prevent the fame, for the 
Future, all Accounts to be delivered to this Houfe 
from the Exchequer, be figned by the Auditor of the 
Exchequer, or the Clerk of the Pells, or by their lawful 
Deputies, or chief Clerks, or one of them: But the 
Queftion being put upon the faid Motion, it was care 
ried in the Negative. The fame Day, Mr. Chocke, from 
the Exchequer, prefented to the Houfe, an Account of 
all Money that has in any manner been paid, or any 
Exchequer Bills which have been made out for Intereit, 
Circulation and Charges of Management of the four 
Millions Five Hundred Sixty-one Thoufand Twenty- 
five Pounds, ptincipal Exchequer Bills, ftanding cut at 
Chriftmas 1716, with the like Payments for the three 
Millions in Exchequer Bills, made out purfuant to the 
A&s of the Sixth, Eighth and Ninth Years of the 
Reign of his late Majelty King George, feparate and die 
ftin& from any Payments relating to any other Exche- 
quer Billss with an Account of what Money on the 
fame has been fatisfied, and the faid Principal Sums 
in Exchequer Bills have been paid off or difcharged 5 af- 
ter which the Houfe ad ~~ to Monday the 8th of -_ il. 
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Upon that Day, Robert Raikes, Printer at Gloucefter, 
in Cuftody of the Serjeant at Arms, was brought to 
the Bar of the Houfe, where, upon his Knees, having 
received a Reprimand from Mr. Speaker, he was order. 
ed to be difcharged, paying his Fees. Mr. Chocke from 
the Exchequer, prefented to the Houfe, an Account of 
all the publick Debts at the Receipt of his Majefty’s 
Exchequer, due or ftanding cut at CarifPmas 1727, with 
the Annual Intereit or Sums paid for the fame; after 
which Mr. Chocke was examined at the Bar, touching Ac. 
counts which he had delivered in to the Houfe, from 
the Exchequer. Then the proper Officers were ordered 
to lay before the Houfe. 

Firft, An Account of the Money paid into the Ex. 
chequer, arifen upon the Duty on Coals and Culm (con- 
tinued by an Att of the Fifth Year of his late Maje- 
fty’s Reign, for Building new Churches, and for the 
Supply of that Year) from the Twenty-fifth of Marck 
1719, to the Twenty-fifth of March 1728, and alfo an 
Account how the fame has, from Time tu Time, been 
applied, diftinguifhing each Year. 

Secondly, An Account of what Arrears of Land-Taxes 
were ftanding out at Michaelmas 1727, with the Names 
of the refpeftive Receivers, in whofe Hands the faid 
Arrears remained, and what Proceedings have been to 
compel the Payment thereof. 

Thirdly, An Account of what Arrears of Window. 
Taxes were ftanding out at Michaelmas 1727, with the 
Names of the refpeétive Reccivers, in whofe Hands the 
faid Arrears remained, and what Proceeding has been 
to compel the Payment thereof. 

After this upon the feveral humble Petitions of ‘John 
Stanley, William Wye, Edward Cave, and Elias Delpeuch, 
it was ordered, that they be brought to the Bar the 
Wednefday following, in order to be difcharged. Mr. 
Pearfe from the Commiffioners of the Navy, prefented 
to the Houfe, feveral Accounts that had been called 
for ; after which Sir William Yonge reported from the 
Committee appointed to draw up a Reprefentation to 
be made to his Majefty, upon the Refolutions of the 
Houfe, the Twelfth of March laft, and upon the De- 
bate of the Houfe, laying before his Majefty a particu- 
lar Account of the National Debts difcharged and incur- 
red fince the 25th Day of December 1716, with a State 
of the Sinking-Fund, and of the Publick Credit, that they 
had drawn up the faid Reprefentation, which he be 
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ported to the Houfe, and delivered it in at the Table, 
where the fame was twice read, and, (after a Debate) 
with fome Amendments, agreed unto by the Houfe: 
Whereupon it was refolved, that the faid Reprefenta- 
tion be prefented to His Majefty by the whole Houfe. 

On Tuefday the oth, Mr. Trea/urer acquainted the 
Houfe, that his Majefty having been waited upon hum- 
bly to know when he would pleafe to be attended by 
this Houfe, his Majefty had been pleafed to appoint the 
next Day, at Two in the Afternoon, at his Palace of 
St. Fames’s, Accordingly, on the 10th of April, the 
Commons, in a Body, waited upon his Majefty, with 
the faid humble Reprefentation, which, in Subftance, is 
as follows, viz.

* tainty of thefe Affairs, that his Majefty might be tru- 
© ly informed, and his faithful and well affefted Sub- 
¢ jeét have the Satisfaftion to fee, how grofly the World 
* had been impofed upon, by thefe groundlefs Mifrepre- 
* fentations; and that his Enemies might be convinced, 
* that the Wealth and Power of Great Britain are not fo 
* exhautted, as to render this Nation, under his Maje- 
© fty’s happv Government, lefs confidorable and for- 
¢ midable than in the Time of any of his Royal 
© Predeceffors. 

© That the Commons obferv’d that what gave any 
* Foundation for the Belief of thefe notorious Falf- 
© hoods, was the Liberty which fome mifinform’d or 
© ill-defigning Perfons had taken, from the feveral Alte- 
€ rations which had been made of late Years in the 
© Shape or Denomination of our Publick Debts, to make 
€ and publifh imaginary States of the Whole of thofe 
$ Debts, by putting fictitious Values upon them at their 


£ own Will and Pleafure, and fom thence making Ba- 
; £ lances 
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lances that might ferve their Purpofe but were not 
really true. But the Difficulties of making up this 
Account in that Manner with any Certainty made 
them carefuly avoid going into a Method which 
might be afterwards liable to Cavil and Difputes, ac- 
cording to the Humour, Caprice of private Opinion 
cf every Man. That they might therefore avoid, as 
much as poflible, any Doubt or Perplexity, they pro- 
ceeded to ftate the Truth of this Fatt, in a Method 
that was plain, obvious, and intelligible to the mean- 
eft Capacity, and took An Account of the feveral Na- 
tional Debts incurred before the 25th Day-of December, 
1716, which fince that Time had been actually paid off, or 
difcharged ; andalfo An Account of the feveral National 
Debts that fince that Time had been contrafted and were 
Still fubfifting ; wpon comparing of which together it 
would appear, whether the National Debt is, fitce 
the Eftablifhment of the Sinking Fund, increas'd or 
© decreas’d, and to what Amount? 
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Having gone through this Enquiry, they laid before 
his Majefty two Accounts, the firft of which is as fol-

* at Home and Abroad; other great Parts thereof were 
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¢ in Exchequer Bills, circulated and exchanged at very

¢ the Debts of the Army, which were very confiderable, 
¢ were not then liyuidated, nor had any Provifion at 
¢ all then been made for the Difcharge of them. Be- 
¢ fides this, the Funds themfel ves appropriated for thefe 
¢ Debts were moft of them deficient ; fo far would they 
‘have been from being leffened to any Degree, that 
¢ new Burthens muft have been Jaid on the Nation, for

Counfel, examined Witneffes, and read Copies of feve- 
yal ancient Records and Returns, a Motion was made 
and the Queftion put, That Sir Edward Odrian, Bart, 
was duly returned for the faid City of Peterborough, 
which was carried in the Negative: But it was ordered, 
that the faid Sir Edward Obrian, Bart. be at Liberty 
to petition the Houfe, touching the Election for the 
faid City of Peterborough, within fourteen Days next, 
if he theught fit. 

The next Day, ohn Stanley, William Wye, FEdwurd 
Cave, and Elias Delpeuch, in Cuftody of the Serjeant at 
Arms, attending this Houfe, were brought to the Bar, 
where they, upon their Knees, received a Reprimand 
from Mr. Speaker, and were ordered to be difcharged 
out of Cuftody, paying their Fees.

Then Mr. Earle, 
from the Committee of Privileges and Elettions, re- 
ported their Refolutions, touching the Eleétion for the 
Borough of Hindon in the County of Wilts, which were 
agreed to, viz. 
iff, That the Right of Elettion of Burgeffes to ferve 
in Parliament for the faid Borough, is in the Inhabi- 
tants of Houfes within the faid Borough, being Houfe- 
keepers and Parifhioners, not receiving Alms. 
2dly, That George Heathcote and Tuwnfhend Andrews, 
Efqrs. are duly eleéted for the faid Borough of Hindon. 
The next Day, (April the 13th) Mr. Oxenford and 
Mr. Harnage, from the Commiflioners of the Cuftoms, 
prefented to the Houfe an Account of the Exports of 
Gold and Silver, either in Foreign Coin or Bullion, 
from the Port of London, from Chriffmas 1722 to Chrift- 
mas 1727, diftinguifhing each Year, and the Places to 
which the faid Expotts were made; as alfo an Account 
of what Gold and Silver, either in Foreign Coin or Bul- 
lion, have been Exported from all the Ports in England 
{except London) from Chriftmas 1722 to Chrifimas 1727, 
diflinguifhing each Year, and the Places to which the 
fiid Exports were made; together with an Account of 
what has been fince entered for Exportation from all 
the Ports of England, and for what Places, to the 1$th 
of March 17273 and likewife, an Account of the Quan- 
tities of Foreign Coin and Bullion entered for Expor- 
tation from the 15th Day of ‘fanuary 1717 to the isth 
Day of March 1727, dittinguilhing each Year, and the 
Countries for which the faid Entries were made. After 
this, the Commiffioners of Excife were ordered to lay 
before the Houfe, an Account of the Produce of Two 
Pence per Gallon on Low Wines and Spirits of the firtt 
Extraftion, drawn from foreign Materials, or any Mix- 
ture therewith, for feven Years laft paft, diftinguifhing 
each Year. And then Mr. Parfons (Deputy to Mr. Fi- 
ley, one of the Auditors of the Imprefts) prefented to 
the Houfe, a Copy of the Letter of the Treafury, dated 
the 31ft of fanuary 1723, diref&ting the Auditors of the

On Monday the 15th, the Commons read the third 
Time, paffed, and fent up to the Lords, the engroffed 
Bill to enable the Commiffioners of the Tréafury to compound 
«vith Tho. Hammond, Ge. After which it was ordered, 
that the proper Officer do lay before this Houfe an Ac. 
count of the Net Produce into the Exchequer, of the 
feveral Funds applicable to the Sinking the Principal, 
or Payment of the Intereft of the National Debt, di- 
ftinguifhing each of the faid Funds, and the annual Ex- 
ceeding or Deficiency of them refpeStively, from Lady. 
Day 1710 to Lady-Day 17173 and alfo an Account how 
much of the faid Deficiencies had within that Time 
been made good by Parliament. It was alfo ordered, 
that the Truftees for the South-Sea Company do lay be- 
fore this Houfe, a dittinét and particular Account of 
what Money has been raifed out of the Effates and Ef- 
feé&ts of the late South-Sea DireStors, from the 13th of 
March 1723 tothe r5th of Apri! 1728, and what Part 
thereof then remained undifpofed of by the faid Truftees ; 
and alfo an Abftra& of all fuch Accounts of the Eftates

On Wedne/day the 17th of April, Mr. Speaker was or-

The Commons being returned to their Houfe, te. 
folved themfelves into a Grand Committee, made fome 
further Progrefs in the Bill for encouraging Seamen 3 and, 
afterwards, alfo in a Grand Committee, confidered fur. 
ther of the Supply, and came to feveral Refolutions, the 
Report whereof was put off till Monday the 29th of 
April next following, to which Day the Commons ad.

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On the laft Day of April, the Commons order’d, fe-

T having pleafed the Divine Providence to difpofe 
the Hearts of the moft Serene and Potent Princes, 
GEORGE, by the Grace cf God, King of Great Bri- 
tain, France and Ireland, &c. and PHILIP the fifth, 
by the Grace of God, King cf Spain, the Indies, &c. to 
forget all the Grounds of Diffitisfattion and Mifunder- 
Ra flanding, 
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ftanding, that have given Occafion to interrupt, for 
fome Time, the Friendfhip and good Correfpondence, 
which before flourifhed between them ; and their Bri- 
tannick and Catholick Majetties being now defirous to re- 
new and re-eflablifh them by the ftrongeft Ties, have 
ftipulated and agreed, by their underwritten Miniflers 
Plenipotentiary, named for that Purpofe, the following 
Articles. 





ARTICLE TI. 
HAT for the Future, there fhall be between His 
Britannick Majefty, his Heirs and Succeifors, and 
his Catholick Majefty, his Heirs and Succeffors, as alfo 
between their Kingdoms, Dominions, Sovercignties, Sub- 
jetts and Vaflals, a good, firm, and inviolable Peace, 
and a perpetual and fincere Friendihip, and a General 
Oblivion of every thing that has been done on both 
Sides upon Occafion of the laft War. 
ARTICLS &. 

The Treaties of Peace and Commerce, concluded 
at Utrecht, the 13th of “fu’y, and the gth of December, 
in the Year 1713, wherein are comprehended the Trea- 
ty made at Madrid, in the Year 1667, and the Cedulas 
therein mentioned, fhall remiin confirmed and ratified by 
the prefent Treaty, except the Third, Fifth and Eighth 
Articles of the faid Treaty of Commerce, commonly 
called Explanatory, which have been annulled by Virtue 
of another fubfequent Treaty made at Madrid the 14th 
of the Month of December 1715, between the Minifters 
Plenipotentiary named for that Purpofe by their Bri- 
tannick and Catholick Majefties, which Treaty remains 
likewife confirmed and ratified ; as alfo the particular 
Contra&t commonly called Affiento, for the Importation 
of Negro Slaves into the Spani/h Indies, which was 
made the 26th of March of the faid Year 1713, in Con- 
fequence of the twelfth Article of the Treaty of Com- 
merce of Utrecht, and Jikewife the Treatv of Declaration 
concerning that of the Affiexto made the 26th of May 1716, 
all which Treaties mentioned in this Article, with their 
Declarations, fhall remain in their Force, Virtue, and full 
Vigour in every thing, wherein they fhal] not be contrary 
to This; and to the End they may have their entire Ef- 
fe&t and Accomplifhment, his Catholick Majefty will 
caufe his Circular Orders or Cedulas to be difpatched 
to his Vice-Rovs, Governors, and other Minitters to 
whom it fhall belong, of the Ports and Towns in Ame- 
rica, that the Ships emploved for the Traffick of Negroes 
by the Royal Company of Great Britain — at 
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london, may be admitted without Hindrace to trade 
freely, and in the fame Manner as thev did before the 
Jat Rupture between the two Crowns; and the 
abovementioned Cedulas fhall be delivered affoon as the 
Ratifications of the prefent Treaty fhall have been ex- 
changed, and at the fame Time his Catholick Majetty 
will give his Orders to the Council of the Indies, that 
the Junta, compofed of Minifters taken out of Council, 
and appointed for the Cognizance (exclufive of all others) 
of the Caufes that refpeét the fuid Affiento, may again 
have its Courfe, admit of, and confult upon thofe Affairs, 
according to the Rule eflablifhed at the Time of its A- 
pointment: And as to what regards the Obfervation of 
the Treaties of Peace and Commerce, Circular Orders 
fhall be difpatch’d to all the Governors of Spain to the 
End that they may, without any of their Interpreta- 
tions, caufe them to be obferved and accomplifhed; as 
in like Manner fhall be given, on the Part of his Bri- 
tannick Majetty, the Orders which fhall be demanded, and 
judged neceffary for the Accomplifhment of every thing 
that has been ftipulated and agreed, between the two 
Crowns, in the abovementioned Treaties of Utrecht ; and 
particularly as to what may remain unperformed of the 
Points fettled by the eighth, eleventh, and fifteenth 
Articles of the Treaty of Peace, which mention the 
Leaving to the Spaniards the free Commerce and Naviga- 
tion to the Weft-Indies, and the Maintaining the ancient 
Limits in America, as they were in the Time of King 
Charles the Second; the free Exercife of the Catholick Re- 
ligion in the Mand of Minorca, and the Cod-fifhing in the 
Seas of Newfvundland; as well as with Regard to al] the 
other Articles which may not hitherto have been put im 
Execution on the Part of Great Britain. 
ARTICLE Ill 

Forafmuch as, by the feveral Articles of the Treaty of 
Commerce of Ufrecht, it was agreed that all the Goods 
confifcated at the Beginning of the former War fhould be 
reftored in regard the Confifcation thereof had been made 
contrary to the Tenor of the 36th Article of the Treaty 
of 1667. His Catholick Majeftv, in like Conformity, will 
Order that all the Goods, Merchandizes, Money, Ships 
and other Effetts which have been feized, as we!] in 
Spain as in the Indies, by Virtue of his Orders of the 
Month of September 1718, or of any other fubfequent 
Orders, at the Time before the War was declared between 
the two Crowns, or after it was declared, be fpeedily re- 
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ftored, in their fame Kind, as to thofe which hall be ftil! 
in Being; or, if they are not, the juft and true Value of 
them, at the Time that they were feized, the Valuation 
whereof, if by Omiilion or Negleét it was not then made, 
fhall be adjufied according to the authentick Informa- 
tions that the Owners fhall produce before the ordinary 
Magiftrates of the Towns and Places where the faid Ef. 
fe&ts fhall have been feized; and as it it is certain, that 
the Orders of his Catholick Majefty, although they di- 
refted that Inventories of thofe Goods and Effetts fhould 
be made, and drawn up, and Accounts and Declarations 
fhould be kept, have not however been executed in that 
Manner in feveral Places, it has been agreed, that if the 
Proprietors make it appear, by legal Proofs, Informati- 
ons, and other Documents, that any of them have been 
omitted in the faid Inventories, his Catholick Majefty 
will give cxprefs Orders, that the Value of thofe Things, 
which fhall have been omitted, be paid by the Treafures, 
or other Perfons through whofe Negle& fuch Omiflion 
thall have been made. 
ARTICLE Iv. 

It is mutually agreed, that his Britannick Majefty 
fhall give Order to his Governors, Officers, and other 
Minifters to whom it fhall belong, to caufe to be reftored 
all the Goods and Effe&ts of the Subjefts of his Catholick 
Majefty, which they fhall prove to have been Seifed and 
Confifcated in the Dominions of his Britannick Majetty, 
upon Occafion of the laft War, in the fame Manner as it 
has been fettled in the foregoing Article, in Favour of 
the Subje&ts of his Britannick Majefty. 

ARTICLE V. 

It is alfo agreed, that his Britannick Majefty fhall 
¢gaufe to be reftored to his Catholick Majefty all the Ships 
of the Spanifh Fleet which were taken by that of England, 
in the Naval Battle that was fought in the Month of 
Auguft, 1718, in the Seas of Sicily, with the Guns, Sails, 
Rigging and other Equipage in the Condition they are 
at prefent, or elfe the Value of thofe which may have 
been fold, at the fame Price that’ the Purchafers fhall 
have given according to the Proofs and Vouchers ; and 
for the Execution of this Reflitution his Britannick Ma- 
jefty fhall caufe the proper Orders to be difpatched, im- 
mediately after the Ratification of this Treaty : It isal- 
fo declared, that the other Pretenfions which may be on 
both Sides, betweei the two Crowns, concerning Matters 
whereof no Mention is made inthe prefent Tre ty, and 
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which are not comprehended in the fecond Article here- 
of, fhall be treated of at the approaching Cengrefs of 
Cambray. 





ARTICLE VI, 

The prefent Treaty fhall have its Effeét immediately 
after it fhall have been mutually ratified, and the Letters 
of Ratification fhall be exchanged fix Weeks after the 
Signing, or fooner if poflible; deferring its Publication 
till the General Peace fhall have been concluded at the 
Congrefs of Cambray, between all the Parties concern- 
ed, or “till their Britannick and Catholick Majefties fhall 
have particularly agreed upon it. 

In Witnefs whereof, we the under-written Miniflers 
Plenipotentiary of his Britannick Majefty and of his 
Catholick Majetty being furnifhed with our full Pow- 
ers which have been mutually communicated, and Co- 
pies wereof fhall be hereunder tranfcribed, have figned 
the prefent Treaty, and have affixed thereto the Seals of 
our Arms. Done at Madrid the 13th of ‘une 1721.

Treaty of the Defenfive Alliance between Great Britain 


and Spain, concluded at Madrid the 13th of June, 
N.S. 1721. 


HE Differences which have arifen between 

their Britannick and moft Chriftian Majefties, on the 
one Part, and his Cataolick Majefty on the other, having 
not occafioned any Alteration in the Friendfhip which 
they have always bore to each other: They have all 
along continued with an equal Ardor to defire to re- 
eflablifh the good Correfpondence and fincere Friendthip, 
which ought to fubfift between them, and which will 
alwavs be the flrongeft Support of the Grandeur to 
which God has raifed them, and the fureft Means of 
preferving the Publick Tranquillity, as well as the Hap- 
pinefs and mutual Advantages of their Subjects. And 
it is with a View of cementing and flrengthening yet 
more firmly, if poflible, thofe Difpofitions, which are 
no lefs fuited to the mutual Glory and Safety of their 
Crowns, than they are conformable to the Good and 
Tranquillity of all Europe, That their Britannick, mot 
Chriftian and Catholick Majetties have taken a Refolution 
of clofely uniting themfelves, fo as to att in every thing 
henceforward, as having but one and the fame Wiew and 
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the fame Intereft ; and for this Purpofe the moft Serene 
King of Great Britain, &c. having given full Power to 
treat, inhis Name, to Mr. William Stanhope, Colonel of a 
Regiment of Dragoons, a Member of the Parliament of 
Great Britain, and his Britannick Majefty’s Ambaflador 
Extraordinary to his Catholick Majefty, the moft Serene 
moft Chriffian King having given his full Power for the 
fame Purpofe, to M. Fohn Baptifte Lewis Andrault de 
Langeron, Marquis de Maulevrier, Lieutenant General of 
his Armies, Commander and Great Crofs of the Mili- 
tary Order of St. Lewis, his Envoy Extraordinary to his 
Catholick Majefty; and the moft ferene King of Spain, 
having, in like Manner, Entrufled with his full 
Powers, for obtaining the fame End, Af. Fofeph de Gri- 
maldo, Marquis de Grimaldo, Knight of the Order of St. 
James, Commander of Rivera and of Azeachal in the 
fame Order, Gentleman of his Chamber, Counfellor in 
his Council of the Indies, and his firft Secretary of State, 
and of the Difpatches, they have agreed between them 
upon the following Articles. 
ARTICLE If. 

HERE fhall be henceforth, and for ever, a ftri& 

Union, and a fincere and lafting Friendfhip between 
the moft Serene King of Breat Britain, &c. the moft Se- 
rene moft Chriftian King, and the moft Serene King of 
Spain, their Kingdoms and Subjeéts, and the Inhabitants 
of the Countries under their Dominions, fo that the In- 
juries or Damages fuftained during the Courfe of the War, 
to which an End has been put by the Acceffion of the 
moft Serene King of Spain, to the Treaties of London of 
the 2d of Auzuft 1718, thal! remain ina perpetual Obli- 
vion, and that for the future the one fhall take the fame 
Care of the Welfare and Safety of the other as of his own; 
That he fhall not only inform his Ally of the Danger 
that may threaten him, but further that he thall oppofe, 
to the utmoft of his Power, the Wrong that might be 
done him. 





ARTICLE I. 

In order to eftablith firmly this Union and Correfpon- 
dence, and to render it the more ufeful to the Crowns of 
their fuid Britannick, moft Chriftian and Catholick Maje- 
fties, they promife and engage by the prefent Treaty of 
Defenfive Alliance, mutually to Guaranty their King- 
doms, Provinces, States, and Countries, under their Do- 
minions, in whatfoever Part of the World they are fitu- 
ated; fo that their faid Majefties, or any one of them, 
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being attack’d, contrary to the Intent of the Treaties of 
Peace of Utrecht and of Baden, and contrary to that of 
the Treaties of London, and of the Stipulations that fhall 
be made at Cambray : They fhall mutually fuccour each 
other, “till fuch Time as the Difturbance fhall ceafe, or 
that they be fatisfied concerning the Reparation of the 
Damages that fhall have been done them. 
ARTICLE IIL 

In Confequence of the foregoing Article, the main- 
taining and obferving the Treaties of Utrecht and of Ba- 
den, and of London,and of that which is to be at Cambray, 
for the making up thofe Differences which remain to 
be adjufted, between the moft Serene King of Spain and 
the Emperor, fhall be the principal End of the prefent 
Alliance : And to ftrengthen it yet more, thé moft Serene 





King of Great Britain, &c. the moft Serene moft Chriftian 


King, and the moft Serene King of Spain, will, in Con- 
cert, invite the Powers whom they fhall judge proper, 
to enter into the prefent Treaty for the Common Ad- 
vantage, and for the Prefervation of the General Tran- 
quillity. 
{ARTICLE IV. 

‘If it fhould happen ( which God forbid) that 
contrary to the abovementioned Treaties of Utrecht, 
of Baden, and of London, or of what fhall be fti- 
pulated in thofe which fhall be made at Cambray, 
their Britannick, moft Chriftian and Catholick Maje- 
fies fhould be attack’d, or diftrufted, by any Pow- 
er whatever, in the Poffeflion of their Kingdoms and 
Dominions, in any Manner whatféever, they mutu- 
ally promife and oblige themfelves to employ their 
good Offices, affoon as they fhall be required thereunto, 
to procure to the injured Party Satisfaétion for the Inju- 
ry that fhall have been done him; and to hinder the Ag- 
greflor from continuing his Hoftilities: And if it fhould 
happen, that thofe good Offices fhould not be fufficient, 
to procure forthwith this Reparation, their faid Majefties 
promife to furnifh the following Succours, jointly or fe- 
parately, viz. iad 

_His Britannick Majefty, eight Thoufand Foot and four 
Thoufand Horfe. 

His moft Chriftian Majefty eight Thoufand Foot, and 
four Thoufand Horfe. 

And his Catholick Majefty, eight Thoufand Foot, and 
four Thoufand Horfe.

If the injured Party, inftead of Troops fhould defire 
Ships of War, or sega or even Subfidies in ready 
Money, in that Cafe he fhall be at Liberty to make his 
Choice, and they fhall furnifh him with the faid Ships, 
or the faid Money, in Proportion to the Charge of the 
Troops: And in order to remove all Occafion of Ambi. 
guity in the Calculation of the faid Charge, their con- 
traéting Majefties agree, that a Thoufand Foot thall be 
reckoned at Ten Thoufand Florins of Holland, anda 
Thoufand Horfe at Thirty Thoufand, by the Month, 
obferving the fame Proportion with Refpe&t to the Ships: 
Their faid Majefties promifing to continue and maintain 
the faid Succours as Jong as the Ditturbance fhall laf; 
and if thefe Succours be not fufficient to repel the At- 
tempts of the Enemy, they fhall agree to augment 
them, and, if it be neceffary, their faid Majefties thall 
even affift cach other mutually with all their Forces, 
and declare War againft the Aggreffor. 

ARTICLE V. 

Their Britannick, moft Chriftian, and Catholick Maje- 
fties, having an entire Satisfa&tion in the Sentiments the 
* Monfieur the D. of Parma, has always expreffed with 
Regard to them, and being defirous to give him Marks 
of the fingular Efteem and Affeftion they have for him, 

they promife and engage, by virtue of the prefent Trea- 
ty, to grant him a particular Prote&tion for the Pre- 
fervation of his Dominions and Rights, and for the Sup- 
port of hisDignity, infomuch that if he be molefted, con- 
trary to the Treaties of Peace, and to what fhall be fii- 
pulated in thofe which fhall be carried on at Cambray, 
they will unite their good Offices and Endeavours to 
obtain a juft Satisfa€tion ; and if it be refufed, they will 
“agree upon Meafures to procure it for him, by all other 
Means that fhall be in their Power. 
ARTICLE VI. 

His Catholick Majefty, being defirous to give his Bri- 
tannic Majefty, and his moft Cariftian Majefty, a parti- 
cular Mark of his Friendfhip, confirms, as far as there 
may be Occafion, all the Advantages and all the Privi- 
Jeges which have been granted by the Kings his Pre- 
deceffors to the Englifh Nation, and to the French Nation, 
fo that the Trading Subjeéts of the moft Serene King of 
Great Britain, and of the moft Serene moft Chriftian King, 
may always enjoy in Spain the fame Rights, Prerogatives, 
Advantages and Privileges, for their Perfons, their Com- 
merce, Merchandifes, Goods, and Effetis, which — 
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have enjoy’d, or ought to have enjoy’d, by Virtue of 
the Treaties or Cedu/as, and all thofe which have been 
or fhall be granted in Spain, to the moft favoured Na- 
tion. 





ARTICLE VII. 

The prefent Treaty fhall be ratified by their Britan- 
nick, moft Chriffian and Catholick Majetties, and the Let- 
ters of Ratification in due Form, fhall be mutually 
delivered and exchanged within the Space of fix Weeks, 
to be computed from the Day of Signing, or fooner if 
pofible. 

In Witnefs whereof we, the underwritten Minifters 
Plenipotentiary of His Britannick Majefty, his mott Chri- 
fiian Majefty, and his Catholick Majefty, being furnithed 
with their full Powers which have been mutually com- 
municated, and Copies whereof are here inferted, have 
figned the prefent Treaty, and have affixed thereunto the 
Seals of our Arms.

Firft Separate Article. 

The Minifters Plenipotentiary of their Britannick, 
moft Cariftian and Catholick Majefties, having this Day 
fgned, by Virtue of their refpettive full Powers, a 
Treaty of Defenfive Alliance, between their faid Maje- 
fties, thev have further agreed, that the particular Trea- 
tv which has likewife been figned this Day between 
their Britannick and Catholick Majefties, whereof the Te- 
nour follows, fhall make a Part of the faid Preaty of 
Detenfive Alliance concluded between England, France, 
and Spain, 

Here is inferted, verbatim, the Treaty between Great 
Britain and Spain, concluded at Madrid the 13 of 
June, N.S. 1721. above inferted. 

The abovefaid particular Treaty fhall have the fame 
Force as if it were inferted Word for Word, in the 
Treaty of Defenfive Alliance, figned this Day between 
the three Crowns, and the Letters of Ratification fhal! be 
exchanged at Madrid in the ufual Manner, within the 
Space of fix Weeks, to be computed from the Day of 
figning, or fooner, if poffible.

Second feparate Article. 

The Minifters Plenipotentiary of their Britannick and 
moft Chriftian Majefties, having this Day fign’d with 
the Minifters Plenipotentiary of the the King of Spain, 
by Virtue of their refpeétive full Powers, a Treaty of 
Defenfive Alliance, the abovefaid Minifters of their 
Britannick and moft Chriftian Maieftics have alfo agreed 
between themfelves, by Virtuc of the fame Powers, 
that as the principal Intention and Aim of that Alli- 
ance is to maintain and preferve the Peacé and Tran- 
quillity of Europe, in which it cannot be doubted but the 
States General of the united Provinces of the Netherlands, 
are difpofed to concur, and to give their Affifiance, the 
firft proper Occafion fhall be taken, in Concert, to invite 
them thereto, and their faid Britannick and moft Chri- 
Sftian Majefties promife and engage in the mean Time, 
to maintain the Treaty of Defenfive Alliance made at 
the Hague between the King of Great Brittain, the moft 
Chriftian King, and the faid States General the 4th of 
Fanuary, 1717, N. S. and that nothing fhall be done di- 
re&tly or indire&tly to its Prejudice.

Notwithftanding that in the laft Regifter, Page 54, we 
inferted the Preliminary Articles for a general Pacifica- 
tion; yet that Copy proving to be imperfeét and incor- 
re&t, we think fit to infert them here, more at large, 
as follows: 


PRELIMINARY ARTICLES Signa at Paris 
the 31 ft of May 1727, N.S. 


E it known to all and every one, That whereas, 
within feme Time paft, many Things have hap- 
pened which might have given Occafion to the Ditturb- 
ing of the Peace of Europe, unlefs a Remedy had been 
Fpeedily apply’d, His Sacred Imperial Royal Catholick 
Majetty, 
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Majefty, His Sacred Britannick Majefty, His Sacred moft 
Chriftian Majefty, and the High and mighty Lords States 
General of the United Provinces of the Netherlands, did 
feverally fhew themfelves difpofed to feek every pof- 
fible Means of compofing all thefe Differences ; and in 
order to attain this End, they authorized by their full 
Powers, That is to fay, His Sacred Imperial Royal Ca- 
tholick Majefty, M. Baron de Fonfeca, His Sacred Britan- 
nick Majefty M. Horatio Walpole, His Sacred moft Chvi- 
ftian Majefty, M. Count de Morville, his Minifter and 
Secretary of State, and Knight of the Golden Fleece, 
and‘ likewife the High and Mighty Lords Stutes Ge- 
neral of the United Netherlands, M. William Boreel , 
who all, after mature Deliberation among themfel ves, 
and having feverally communicated their full Powers, 
Copies whereof will be found hereunder tranfcribed, 
have by Virtue of the fame full Powers, agreed upon 
the following Articles. 
ARTICLE FI. 

His Sacred Imperial Royal Catholick Majefty, having 
obferved that the Offend Commerce has raifed Jealoufy, 
and even Difquiet, among fome neighbouring Powers, 
does, for the fake of the publick Tranquillity of Europe 
confent, that the Privilege (commonly called the O¢froy ) 
granted to the Offend Company, and all Commerce from 
the Auftrian Netherlands to the Indies, be fufpended for 
the Space of feven Years. 

ARTICLE It. 

The Rights or thofe Things, which by Virtue of the 
Treaties of Utrecht, Baden, and Quadruple Alliance, and 
alfo of thofe Treaties and Conventions that preceded the 
Year 1725, and do not affect the Emperor and the States 
General of the United Netherlands, have been poffeffed by 
any of the contraéting Powers, fhall remain untouched ; 
but if any thing fhould be found to have been altered 
therein, or not to have been put in Execution, the Al- 
teration made, or the Thing not executed, fhall in the 
Congrefs to be held be difcuffed and decided, according 
to the Tenour of the faid Treaties and Conventions. 

ARTICLE IiIl. 

Confequently, all the Privileges of Commere which 
the Englifh and French Nations, and the Subjeéts of the 
States General of the United Netherlands, have hereto- 
fore, by Virtue of the Treaties enjoy’d as well in 
Europe and in Spain, as in the Indies, fhall be reftored to 
that Ufage and Regulation which are according to what 
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was ftipulatcd with each of them, by Treaties antece- 
dent to the Year 1715. 
ARTICLE IV, 

The Princes of the North fhall, by their refpettive 
Allies, be invited and required to abftain mutually from 
2il Methods of Force, but rather to embrace ali equitable 
Means for conciliating a Pacification between themfel ves 
and the contrafting Parties, and promife, that ’till the 
Congrefs (hereafter mentioned) begins, in which the 
Difputes between the contrafting Parties fhall be ami- 
cably difcuffed, they will not, dire&tly or indireétly, un- 
der any Colour or Pretext whatever, proceed to any Way 
of Force, by which the prefent State of the North, and 
of Lower Germany may be difturbed, but fincerely pro- 
mife to be ready to enter into any Counfels by which 
Hoftilities, if any fhould happen, may be appeafed. 

ARTICLE V. 

Immediately after the Signing of the prefent Arti- 
cles, all Hoftilities whatfoever, if any have happened 
to be begun, fhall ceafe, and with Refpe& to Spain, 
within eight Days after his Catholick Majefty thall 
have received thefe figned Articles ; Thofe Ships which, 
before the faid Ceffation, fhall have failed from Offend for 
the Indies, and whofe Names fhall be declared in a certain 
Lift to be made in the Name of his Imperial Royal 
Catholick Majefty, fhall be allowed to return freely and 
fafely from the Indies to Offend ; and if any Ships fhould 
chance to have been taken, they fhall faithfully be re- 
ftored, with the Goods and Merchandize laden in them ; 
The like fafe Return fhall be granted to thofe larger 
Ships of Burden (commonly called Galleons) in this firm 
Truft, that the Catholiek King, with Refpeét to the La- 
ding, or Things and Merchandize contained as well in 
the larger as leffer Spanifh Fleet (termed the Galleons and 
Fiotilla) will a& in the very fame Manner that he has al- 
ways heretofore ufed in Times of greater Freedom ; the 
Confequence of which is, that the Engli/h Fleet fhall not 
only depart as foon as may be from Portobello, and all Ports 
in America belonging to the King of Spain, but Hofer, 
the Commander of that Fleet, thal] return with it to Eu- 
rape, by which the Subje€ts of his Catholick Majefty, in 
the Indies, may be freed from all further Moleftation or 
Uneafinefs. Commerce fhall be exercifed in America, by 
the Englifh as heretofore, according to Treaties ; in like 
Manner the Englifh, French, or Dutch Fleets, which may 
happen to have their Station on the Spani/h Coatts, pe 
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thofe belonging to the Emperor, fhall, with all the Ex- 
pedition that may be, immediately from the Time the 
faid Ceffation fhall begin, retire from thence; to the 
end the Inhabitants of thofe Coafts and Slaves mzy be 
fafe and free from all Difquiet and Fear, and it thall 
not be lawful for the faid Ships to attempt any Thing, 
dire&tly or indire&lly, againft the forefaid Ports. 
ARTICLE VI. 

This Ceffation of Hoftilities fhall luft as long as the 
Sufpention of the Privilege granted to the Offend Com- 
pany, that is to fay, for feven Years. That in that 
Space of Time the Rights and reciprocal Pretenfions 
may be conveniently conciliated, and a Gencral Pacifi- 
cation thereby the more firmly eitablifhed. 

ARTICLE VII. 

If after the Signing of thefe Preliminaries, any Di- 
fturbances fhould happen to be raifed under any Pre- 
text whatever, or A&ts of Hoftility committed between 
the Subjefts of the Contracting Powers, either in Europe 
or in the Indies, they fhall by joint Affiftance repair the 
Damages fuftained by their refpeftive Subjects, 

ARTICLE VII. 

The preceding Articles being accepted, and figned, 
there fhall, within the Space of four Months, to be 
computed from the Day of Signing, a Congrefs be form- 
ed at Aix la Chapelle, within the Courfe of which the 
Rights and Pretenfions of the Contracting Powers, and 
of thofe who fhall be invited to the faid Congrefs, thall 
be examined, difcuffed, and determined. 

ARTICLE IX. 

The Plenipotentiaries to be nominated, fhall not have 
in their Retinue more than two Gentlemen, two Pages, 
and fix Servants or Footmen, that they may the foonee 
make ready for their Journey, and that all Emulation, 
Luxury, and Expence may be avoided. 

ARTICLE X. 

They hall not obferve any Ceremonial, and fhall keep 
to the fame Regulation which was obferved in the late 
Congrefs at Cambray, and this for declining thofe Difi- 
culties which might arife concerning Precedency: The 
Liberty, however, of Protefting being left to every one 


at Difcretion.

HEREAS certain Difficulties have arifen up- 

on the Execution of the Articles which are 
called the Preliminaries, and which were figned at Paris 
the laft Day of May, and after at Vienna the 13th of 
June 1727, by the Minifters refpeftively furnifhed with 
fuficient Powers; and whereas by a certain Declara- 
tion made by the Count de Rothembourg, with the Con- 
fent of all the Parties, and approved, the aforefaid Lif- 
ficulties have been happily adjufted, of which Decla- 
ration, and of the Acceptation thereof by his Catholick 
Majetty, as the fame was exhibited and fubfcribed by 
the Marquefs de la Pax, in his Name, and by his Com- 
mand, the Tenor follows : 

Whereas fince the Signing of the Preliminaties, cers 
tain Difficulties have arifen between the Contratting 
Parties, in Relation to the Reflitution of Prizes that 
have been taken, on cither Side, and namely that of the 
Prince Frederick and its Cargo, belonging to the Sowti- 
Sea Company, feized and detained by the Spaniards at 
La Vera Cruz, which Difficulties have delayed the Ex- 
ecution of the Preliminaries, the Exchanging the Ra; 
tification with Spain, and the Opening the Congrefs ; 
his Britannick Majefty, to facilitate Matters as much as 
lies in his Power, and to remove all Obftacles that ob- 
flruét a General Pacification, has declared and given his 
Royal Word to the moft Chriftian King, that he will, 
without Delay, fend Orders to his Admirals Wager and 
Hofier, or the Chief Commander in his Stead, to with- 
draw trom the Seas of the Indies'and of Spain, and that 
he confents, that the Contraband Trade, and other 
Caufes of Complaint which the Spaniards may have, 
in Relation to the Ship Prince Frederick, thal! be dif 
cuffed and decided in the Congrefs; that all the re- 
fpeftive Pretenfions, on each Side, fhall be produced, 
debated, and decided in the fame Congrefs; that there- 
in fhall likewife be difcuffed and decided, whether the 
Prizes taken. at Sea, on each Side, fhall be reftored ; 
and that his Britannick Majetty will abide by what fhal!, 
gn all this, be regulated, 
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On my Part, I promife, in the Name of the King 
my Matter, by Virtue of the Orders and Full Powers 
which I have received for that Purpofe, that this Dif- 
cufion to be made at the Congrefs fhall be faithfully 
executed, that the Exchange of the Ratifications fhall 
be performed without Delay, and that the Congrefs 
thall meet infallibly, and the fooneft that fhall be pof- 
fible, according to what fhall be agreed by the Mini- 
fters of the ContraGting Parties who fhall happen to be 
at Paris, provided his Catholick Majefty will give his 
Royal Word.

II. To fend, without Delay, his Order clear and ex- 
prefs, for delivering up forthwith the Ship Prince Fre. 
derick, and her Cargo, to the Agents of the South-Sea 
Company who are at La Vera Cruz, that when they 
think fit they may fend her to Europe, and to re- 
ftore the Commerce of the English Nation in the Indies, 
according to what is ftipulated by the Affiento Treaty, 
and agreed by the fecond and third Articles of the Pres 
liminaries. 

III, To caufe the Effe&ts of the Flotilla to be imme- 
diately delivered to thofe to whom they belong, and 
thofe of the Galleons, when they return, as in Time of 
Freedom and of full Peace, according to the fifth Arti- 
cle of the Preliminaries.

ACT of the King and Kingdom of Sweden’s Acceffion to 
the Treaty of Hanover, dated at Steckholm, the 14th 
of March 172$. 


In the Name of the moft Holy Trinity. 
E it known unto all and every one to whom it 
doth or may appertain, That his Majefty, the 
moft Serene King of Sweden, having been amicably in- 
vited on the Part of their Majefties the moft Serene 
Kings, the King of Great Britain, the moft Chriftiag 
King, and the King of Pruffia, by their Miniiters, to 
accede to the Defenfive Alliance, which their Majefties 
concluded at Hanover the 3d of September 1725, and to 
the three Separate Articles annexed thereunto 5 which, 
as well as the faid Alliance, have the maintaining and 
preferving of the Publick Tranquillity, and particu- 
Jarly that of the North, for their only Object, the Te- 
nor whereof is as follows: 
Here is inferted, verbatim, the Treaty of Hano- 
ver, with its three Separate Articles. 

And his Majefty, the moft Serene King of Sweden, 
being always difpofed to concur in fo Salutary a View, 
and being defirous to fhew how agreeable this Invita- 
tion was to him, has authorized by his full Power, in 
due Form, his Commiffaries the underwritten Senators 
of the Kingdom of Sweden, and Members of the Chan- 
cery, to enter into Conference with the underwritten 
Minifters Plenipotentiary from their Majefties the King 
of Great Britain and the moft Chriftian King, provided 
with like full Powers, for negociating and agrecing upon 
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the Acceffion of his Majefty the King and the Crown of 
Sweden, tothe faid Treaty of Alliance concluded at 
Hanover, and to draw up and fign an A& in Form for 
that Purpofe; the faid Minifters Plenipotentiary and 
Commiffaries having been in Conference feveral Times 
upon that Subjett, and having produced their full Powers 
on each Side, agreed upon what follows. 

His Majetty the moit Serene King, and the Crown of 
Sweden, declare and promife, that his faid Majefty, his 
Heirs and Succeffors, do fully accede to the Defenfive 
Alliance concluded at Hanover, and here above inferted, 
as likewife to the three Separate Articles that are there- 
unto annexed; and that his Majefty and the Crown of 
Sweden, by Virtue of this folemn Acceflion, do join and 
affociate themfelves as a Principal Contraéting Party 
to their Majeities the moft Serene Kings, the King of 
Great Britain, and the moft Chriftian King, obliging and 
engaging themfelves towards their faid Majetties, their 
Heirs, and Succeffors, jointly and feparately, to obferve 
and fulfil faithfully and effetually, all the Conditions 
and Claufes comprehended in the faid Treaty of a Dee 
fenfive Alliance, and the three Separate Articles there- 
of, and to furnifh, when the Cafe of the Alliance fhall ex- 
ift, a Succour of Three Thoufand Foot, and Two Thou- 
fand Horfe, according toe the Obligations of tie Treaty, 
the whole in fuch Manner, and as faithfully as if his 
Majefty and the Crown of Sweden had been a Principal 
Contrasting Party from the Beginning, with the above- 
faid moft Serene Confedrate Kings, and had concluded 
with their faid Majefties, jointly or feparately, the Ar- 
ticles and Conditions expreffed in this Defenfive Alli- 
ance, and the feparate Articles thereof. 

Their Majefties the moft Serene Kings, the King of 
Great Britain and the moft Chriflian King, do admit 
and affociate his Majefty and the Crown of Sweden to the 
abovefaid Treaty of Hanover, as likewife to the three 
Separate Articles which are thereunto annexed, as a 
Principal Contra&ting Party, declaring and promifin 
on their Part, that their Majetties, their Heirs, a 
Succeffors, will obferve and fulfil jointly and feparately, 
faithfully and effe&tually, with refpe&t to his Majetty 
the moft Serene King and the Crown of Sweden, all the 
Conditions and Claufes contained in the faid Defenfive 
Alliance, and the feparate Articles thereof. 

This Act of Acceffion fhall be approved and ratified 
on the Part of their Majefties the King of Great Bri-

Separate ARTICLES. 

LTHOUGH by the A& of Acceffion and Admif- 

fion, figned this Day, his Majefty and the Crown 
of Sweden accede purely and fimply to the Treaty of 
Hanover, the Minifters Plenipotentiary of their Britan- 
wick and moft Chriftian Majeflies, have, however, a- 
greed with the Commiffaries of his faid Majefty, to the 
Exceptions and Articles which follow : 

ARTICLE I, 

As the Defenfive Alliance concluded at Hanover the 
3d of September 1725, has no other View but the Peace 
and Tranquillity of Europe, and particularly that of the 
North; their Majefties the King of Great Britain and the 
moft Chriftian King, as likewife his Majefty the King 
and the Crown of Sweden, declare, that being not en- 
gaged by any Treaties, or Conventions, with other 
Powers that are contrary to this Alliance, the {aid 
Treaties and Conventions fhall not be weakened by this 
Acceffion, but fhall remain in their full Force ; and their 
Majefties declare, atthe fame Time, that they are at pre- 
fent, and fhall continue always ina firm Refolution to 
keep and fulfil inviolably all that has been ftipulated by 
the abovefaid Alliance of Hanover, obliging themfel ves, 
on each Side, to obferve faithfully all the Engagements en- 
tered into by the plefent Treaty of Acceffion, and the 
feparate Articles andthe Secret one thereof, without neg- 
leéting or violating the fame in any wife, under the 
Pretence of former Treaties and Engagements, or under 
any other Pretence whatfoever. 

ARTICLE 
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ARTICLE IU. 

His Majefty and the Crown of Sweden, having no 
Poffeffions at prefent out of Europe, referve to them- 
felves, that their Guaranty fhall not be extended be- 
yond the Bounds of Europe. 

ARTICLE IiIl. 

The King and the Crown of Sweden, having fhewn 
that they defire not to be under the Obligation of fend- 
ing the Troops ftipulated on their Part in the A& 
of Acceffion to the Treaty of Hanover, and by the fecret 
Article of the prefent Treaty of Acceffion, into Coun+ 
tries too far off, it is agreeed among the contraéting 
Parties, that when the Cafe of this prefent Treaty fhall 
happen, the faid Troops fhall not be employ’d in Italy 
or Spain, but they may any where elfe, their Britan- 
nick and moft Chriftian Majefties preferving always the 
Right of demanding the Contingent of Five Thoufand 
Men ftipulated on the Part of the King and of the 
Crown of Sweden, in the Aét of their Acceffion to the 
Treaty of Hanover, in Money or in Ships purfuant to 
what is fettled in the faid Treaty of Hanover. 

ARTICLE IV. 

His Majefty and the Crown of Sweden, in order to re- 
move all Poflibility of Doubt, with refpeé& to the Acts 
mentioned in the ninth Article of the Treaty of Hanover, 
as having determined concerning the Affairs of the Em- 
pire, declared that by the faid Aéts they underftood no 
other, than thofe which have been received and appro- 
ved by the States of the Empire, in the ufual Manner. 

ARTICLE V. 

His Majefty and the Crown of Sweden, declare, that 
they accede to the two Jaft feparate Articles of the 
Treaty of Hanover, as finding nothing therein contrary to 
the Obligations wherewith hisfaid Majefty is bound to the 
Emperor and the Empire, as a Prince of the Empire. 

ARTICLE VI. 

As by this Acceffion, his Majefty the King and the 
Crown of Sweden, enter into no Engagements with any 
other Power whatfoever, except thofe who are compre- 
hended, by Name, in the Treaty of Hanover, and 
whofe Minifters fign thefe Prefents, their Majefties the 
King of Great Britain, and the moft Chriffian King, 
as likewife his faid Majefty and the Crown of Sweden, 
do promife each other reciprocally not to enter without 
the Knowledge of each other, and without mutual Con- 
currence, into any Engagement with any other Power that 
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may be contrary to this Treaty, and thofe feparate Are 
ticles, and fecret one, or invalidate the fame in any wife. 

Their Britannick, moft Chriftian, and Swedifh Majefties, 
have Agreed, and do Promife each other reciprocally, 
that if in Hatred of this prefent Treaty, or under any 
other Pretext, equally unjuft, they fhould be attack’d, 
invaded, or troubled, jointly or feparately, by any 
Power whatfoever, they will make it a common Caufe 
againft the Aggreffor, and they will mutually fuccour 
and affift each other, faithfully and in the moft ready 
and effe&tual Way, according to the Exigency of the 
Danger, and according to the Situation of their Affairs 
refpeftivély, without excufing themfelves under Pre- 
tence of being in War themfelves, or under any other 
Pretence whatfoever. 

Sert ARTICLE, 

Their Britannick and moft Chriftian Majetties, to fhew 
their Friendthip towards the King and the Crown of 
Sweden, promife and engage by Virtue of this prefent 
Secret Article, to pay at Hamburgh, Amfterdam, or Lon- 
don, as Sweden fhall chufe, each, for three Years fuc- 
ceflively, the Sum of Fifty thoufand Pounds Sterling a 
Year, or the Value thereof according to the Exchange, 
to be paid in two Payments each Year, from fix Months 
to fix Months by Way of Advance, and whereof the firft 
Payment for the prefent Year, fhall be made immedi- 
ately after the Exchange of the Ratifications, and the 
fecond Payment for the fame Year, a little while af- 
terwards, and as foon as the neceflary Difpofitions cin 
be made for that Purpofe, the third Payment to begin a 
Year after the Exchange of the Ratifications, and fo the 
reft from fix Months to fix Months. 

His Majefty and the Crown of Sweden oblige them- 
felves, and promife om their fide, by this Article, to hold 
in Readinefs, befides the Succours agreed upon by the 
A&t of this prefent Acceffion, a further Body of Seven 
Thoufand Foot, and Three Thoufand Horfe, to be em- 
ployed where the Cafes of the Alliance fhall render it 
neceflary. 

Provided that when their Britannick and moft Chriftian 
Majefties thall require the Service of thefe Ten Thou- 
fand Men, they fhall be in their Pay, and not in that 
of the King of Saweden, which Pay as well as what con- 
cerns the Recruits, and other Matters depending there- 
on, thall be then fettled by a particular Convention, his 
Majefty and the Crown of Sweden referving to them{el ves 
the Right of recalling this Body my Troops, or of not fend- 
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ing it out of the Kingdom, at all Times when any 
real and imminent Danger fhall render it Neceflary for 
the Defence of their own Dominions and Provinces. 

Thefe Separate Articles, and the Secret One, fhall have 
the fame Force as if they had been inferted Word for 
Word in the A& of Acceffion, concluded and figned this 
Day; they fhall be ratified in the fame Manner, and 
the Ratifications thereof fhall be exchanged at the fame 
Time with thofe of the A& of Acceffion.

W HEREAS their Majefties, the King of Great 
Britain and the moft Chriftian King, are always 
attentive to fulfil their Engagements, and to watch over 

the Quiet and Security of their Friends and Allies, and 

as their fuid Majefties have really Caufe to believe, that: 

the Mu/fcovites and their Adherents may foon concert 

Means, and make Difpofitions to come and attack the Do- 

minions of his Majefty the King of Denmark, either to 

take away by Force from his Dani/h Majefty the Du- 

chy of Sle/wick, or to prepare the Means for executing 

other Projeéts contrary to the Tranquillity of the North, 

and of the Lower Saxony, and of the Countries which are 

of Concern to the contraéting Parties, in the Circle of 

Weftphalia ; and as their Britannick and moft Chriftian 

Majefties are fo much concerned in Intereft to take their 

Precautions, againft every Thing, that by troubling the 

Peace of the faid Countries, may at the fame Time 

‘give a Blow to the Treaty of Hanover, as it efpecially 
confirms the Treaties of Weftphalia, and to put them- 

felves in a Condition to execute faithfully the Gua- 

ranties, given againit any Invafion or Hoftility on the 

Part of the Czarina, or of any other Power whatfoever, 

which fhould come and attack the Duchy of Slefwick, 

their Britannick, moft Chriftian, and Danifh a 
2 ave 
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have thought fit to give their full Powers, that is to fiy, 
his Britannick Majetty to ‘John Lord Glenorchy, Knight of 
the Order of the Bath, and Envoy Extraordinary from 
his Majefty the King of Great Britain, to his Majefty 
the King of Denmark; his mott Chriftian Majefty to Pe- 
ter Blouet Count of Camilly, Knight of the Grand Crofs 
of the Order of St. John of Feru/alem, Captain of the 
Ships of his moft Chriftian Majefty, and his Ambaffa- 
dor Plenipotentiary to his Majefty the King of Denmark; 
as likewife his Dani/h Majefly to his Minifters, viz. U/- 
rick Ado! ph of Holftein,, Count of Holftendurg, Knight of 
the Order of the Elephant, Great Chancellor, Privy 
Counfellor of the Council, and Chamberlain to his Ma- 
jefty the King of Denmark; “John George of Holftein Lord 
of Mollenhagen, Knight of the Order of the Elephant, 
Privy Counfellor of the Council, and Governor of the 
Bailiwick of Tondern, for his Majefty the King uf Den- 
mark, and Chriftian Lewis of Pleffen Lord of Tufirgoe, Sil- 
foe, and Giorup, Knight of the Order of Dunebrog, and 
Privy Counfellor of the Council of his Majefty the King 
of Denmark, who having maturely weighed the Circum- 
ftances of the Times, and the Dangers which threaten 
the Dominions of his Dani/h Majefty, and which may 
trouble the Quiet of Lower Saxony, and of the Coun- 
tries abovementioned, have agreed upon the following 
Articles. 





ARTICLE I. 

His Danifh Majefty, being wholly perfwaded that 
their Britannick and moft Chriftian Majetties will fulfill 
the Engagements and Guaranties given with refpett to 
the Duchy of Sle/wick, and that they will ufe all the 
Efforts imaginable to maintain the Quiet of the Lower 
Saxony, his Danifh Majefty, to concur in the fame End, 
promifes to keep on Foot a Body of Troops of Twen- 
ty-four Thoufand Men, their Officers, Equipage, and 
Artillery, which fhall affemble, without any Delay, 
in the Place that fhall be the moft proper, and fhall 
march every where as it fhall be needful, upon the firft 
certain Advices which fhall be received of the Motion of 
the Mufcovite Troops, and of every other Power what- 
foever, which fhall come to attack Sle/wick, and to trou- 
ble the Quiet and Tranquillity of the Lower Saxony, and 
of the Provinces belonging to the high Contraftors in the 
Circle of Weftphalia. ' 

ARTICLE IL. 

His Danifh Majefty further obliges himfelf, when the 

faid Body of Troops of Twenty-four Thoufand Men 
V2 comes 
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comes to March, to have on Foot at that Time another 
Body of fix Thoufand Men, defign’d to reinforce the 
former Body, if there be Need. 

ARTICLE Ill. 

And towards helping at prefent his Danifh Majefty 
to fupport the Expence he will be obliged to make 
for fulfilling the Engagements fpecified in the Prece- 
dent Articles, bis mott Chrijtian Majetty, promifes to 
caufe to be paid to his Danifh Majefty, an annual Sub- 
fidy of Three Hundred and fifty Thoufand Rixdollars, 
current Money of Denmark, which hall be continued for 
the Space of four Years to be reckoned from the Day 
of the Ratification of this prefent Treaty, and fhall be 
paid exa€tly every three Months, by Way of Advance at 
Hamburg. 





ARTICLE IV. 

His moft Chriffian Majefty promifes further, in order 
to eafe his Danifh Majetty of Part of the Charge he 
will be at, in Cafethe faid Twenty-four Thoufand Men 
fhould be put in March towards the Place of Rendez- 
vous, to take Twelve Thoufand Men into his Pay, in 
fuch Manner, that, as the Defence of the King of Den- 
mark is their firft Concern, his moft Cariftian Majefty 
fhall not pay them, but on the Foot ot Nine Thou- 
fand Men in the fame Proportion as his Dani/h Ma- 
jefty gives to his Troops when they are in the Field, 
as well for the Pay of each Regiment of Foot and Horfe, 
as for that of the Staff-Offcers of each of the Regiments of 
the General Field-Officers, and of the Artillery, in Propore 
tion to the Number of Twelve Thoufand Men of his 
Troops, Officers, and other Perfons neceffary for his 
Service, 

ARTICLE V. 

The Pay, in the Manner it is juft now expreffed, 
fhall not begin to be on the Account of his moft Ciriy 
ftian Majefty, but from the Day of the firft Review, 
which fhall be msde before his Majefty’s Commiflary 
General, when the Troops fhall be drawn together in a 
Body, as an Army in order to take the Field; the firft 
Month fhall be piid by Wav of Advance, and fo from 
Month to Vonth, as long as the faid Troops fhall be 
in the Pay of his moft Chriffian Majefty, 

ARTICLE Vi, 

And although his moft Chriftian Majefty might, with 
Juftice, pretend that the Subfidy fhould ceafe on the 
Day that the Pay commences, however as it may hape 
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pen that the Payment of thofe Troops might begin 
before the King of Denmark could receive any effe&tual 
Succour from the faid Subfidy, his moft Chriftian Maje- 
ity is willing to confent, that if the faid Pay of the 
Troops fhould commence befure the King of Denmark 
fhould have received two Years of the Subfidy, then he 
will continue the Subfidy as long as is neceffary, to the 
End that the King of Denmark may always have two 
Years of the Subfidy, what was paffed, and what was 
to come being reckoned, and if after the faid two Years 
the faid Troops fhould remain no longer in the Pay of his 
moft Chriftian Majefly, then the Subfidy flipulated in 
the third Article fhall continue to be paid to his Danish 
Majefty to the End of the four Years, which is the 
Term of the prefent Treaty. 
ARTICLE VIL 

His moft Chriftian Majefty will, when he thal! be 
required to do it, fend a Commiffiry upon the Place, 
to afift at the Review, which fhall be made of the 
faid Troops in order to march. The fame Commiflary 
fhall likewife take the Names of the Regiments which 
fhall then go into the Pay of his moft Chriftian Maje- 
fty 3 he fhall examine whether they are duly equipped, 
mounted, and armed; the Giving of the vacant Com- 
miffions, and the Adminrftration of Juftice, fhall, as 
before, be done by his Dani/h Majefty. The Commiffary 
General from his Majefty, fhall affift at all the Conful- 
tations for the Military Operations; and although it is 
not poffible to determine beforehand as to any Cafe of 
War, which doth not yet exift, it is however agreed in 
General, that the Twelve Thoufand Men of the Troops 
in the Pay of his moft Chriftian Majefty, on the Foot 
of Nine Thoufand Men, fhall be treated in all Things 
with a perfect Equality, as the Twelve Thoufand Men 
entirely in the Pay of the King of Denmark. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

If it happens, that his faid moft Chriftian Majefty, 
fhould not think that he has any more Need for the 
Succour of his Allies, to continue the Payment of the 
faid Troops, he thall be oblifhed to give his Dani/h Ma- 
jefty Notice thereof two Months before. 

ARTICLE IX. 

His Britannick Majefty, on his Side, fhall hold in e 
Readinefg to march a Body of Twelve Thoufand Men, 
to be joined to the Twenty-four Thoufand Men, of the 
Danifh Troops abovementioned, upon the firlt certain 
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Advices which fhall be received of the Motion of the 
Mufcovite Troops, or of thofe of any other Power what- 
foever, that fhall come to attack Sle/wick, and trouble 
the Quiet and Tranquility of the Lower Saxony. 
ARTICLE X. 

His Danifh Majefty having given his Britannick 
Majefty to underftand, that being engaged by the pre- 
fent Treaty to march a confiderable Body of Troops 
into the Lower Saxony, his Maritime Provinces will lie 
expofed to the Enterprizes of his Enemics, his Britan- 
nick Majefty being always difpofed to provide according 
to his Engagements, as a good and faithful Ally, for 
the Security of the Dominions of his Dani/h Majefty, 
promifes and engages to fend to the Succour of his Dani/h 
Majefty, upon the firft Advices of the Motions of the 
Mujfcovite Fleet, which fhall give juft Occafion for Fear, 
a fuficient Squadron of good Ships of War, to help to 
cover the Sea-Coafts of his Dari/h Majefty, and to hin- 
der the Mu/covites from attacking the fame. 

ARTICLE XI 

And although their Britannick and moft Chriftian 
Majefties are not ebliged to any fixed Succour for the 
King of Denmark, however as they defired to keep at a 
Diftance from the Dominions of that Prince, all Inva- 
fion, the Confequence whereof would be doubtlefs to 
kindle the Fire of a War in Violation of the Treaty of 
Hanover, as likewife of the Treaties of Weftphalia, which 
would oblige them to come to the Support of their 
Guarantees, and fo to the Succour of their Allies, who 
might be attack’d, or in Danger of being fo: To this 
End his moft Chrifian Majefty engages, to hold always in 
Readinefs a Body at leaft of Thirty Thoufand Men, 
which Body fhall be deftined, whenever his faid Ma- 

efty fhall be required, to march to every Place where it 
fhall be needful, and as it fhall be agreed, or to make the 
Diverfions, or other Operations neceflary for the Com- 
mon Advantage, and for the Security of his Allies, in 
the Empire or in the North: And at the fame Time, 
his Britannick Majefty engages to hold likewife in Rea- 
dinefs another Body of Troops, which muft not be lefs 
than Twelve Thoufand Men, to be deftined in the fame 
Manner for marching every where as it fhall be needful, 
and as it fhall be agreed, either to make Diverfiuns or 
other Operations neceffary for the Security of his Al- 
lies in the Empire or in the North, as the Cafe thall 


require, 
ARTI- 
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ARTICLE XII, 

As the Mufcovites or other Troops that may join them 
to come and attack the Dominions of the King of Den- 
mark, in order to take from him the Duchy of Sle/wick, 
may endeavour to pafs through the Countries fubjeét to 
the King of Prufia, which the Allies perfwade them- 
felves that this Prince will not fail to refufe, in Cafe 
therefore that the Czarina, or any other Powers what- 
foever, fhall endeavour to force the Pafles through the 
Territories of the King of Pruffia, or attack him, or oc- 
cafion any Injury or Damage to him by Reafon of the 
Refufal, which his Majefty might give to the letting 
the Mujfcovites, or their Adherents, as abovefaid, pais 
through his Countries, then the contraf&ting Kings thall 
caufe their joint Army to march to the Succour of the 
King of Prufia, and fhall make War upon thofe who 
fhal] have invaded or troubled him, until the Attack 
and Danger fhall ceafe, and the Injury and Damage be 
repaired. 





ARTICLE XIII: 

The Ratifications of the prefent Treaty fhall be exe 
changed at Copenhagen, in fix Weeks, to be reckoned from 
be Day of the Signing of this Treaty, or fooner if pof- 

le. 

In Witnefs whereof we have fign’d this Treaty, and 
have fet the Seal of our Arms thereunto. Done at (o- 
penhagen this 16th of April in the Year 1727.

AR TICLE & 


Lthough his moft Chriftian Majefty might juftly 
pretend that the Troops, which -he takes into his 

Pay ought to take an Oath to him; however his Da- 
nifh Majefty, having refolved to command in Perfon the 
combined Army, it is agreed, in Cunfideration of his 
Danifh Majefty, to relic, in that Matter, on his Royal 
Word, for a&ing purfuant to the Engagements which 
he has enter’d into by the Treaty fign’d this Day ; 
but if it fhould happen that his Dani/h Majefty thould 
change his: Refolution abovefaid, and that the con- 
tra&ting Kings fhould find it requfite to feparate ‘the Bo- 
dy of Troops for the Advantage of the common Caufe, 
then the faid Troops in the Pay of his moft Chrij/tian 
Majefty 
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Majefty fhall take the Oath to him in the ufuai 
Form. 





ARTICLE It. 

As their Britannick and moft Chriftian Majefties make 
extraordinary Efforts for the Interefts of the King of 
Denmark, his Danifh Majefty promifes not to difpofe of 
any Part of his Troops either direttly, or indirely, 
contrary to the Interefts of their Britannick and moft 
Chriftian Majefties; and it is agreed, that as long as this 
Treaty lafts, his Danifh Majetty thall not give or fell 
any Part of his Troops to any Power whatfoever, till 
after the fame has been concerted with their Britan- 
nick and moft Chrifiian Majefties, againft whofe Interefts 
he promifes to do nothing, engaging himfelf likewife to 
oppofe every where, where it fhall be needful, every 
Thing that may be done or projeéted contrary thereto 
by any Power whatfoever; which their Britannick and 
moft Chriftian Majeflies promife reciprocally. 

ARTICLE Il. 

It is agreed, that if his moft Chriffian Majefty, fhould 
defire to employ the Twelve Thoufand Men, which he 
pays on the Foot of Nine Thoufand for Affairs which 
having no Refpe& to the Security of the King of 
Denmark, fhould only concern the good of the Service 
of his moft Chriftian Majetty, or that of the Alliance 
of Hanover, in fuch a Cafe the King of Denmark thall 
not make any Difficulty to give them for the Service of 
his moft Chriftian Majefty, and a Convention fhall be 
made for that Purpofe, fix Weeks after the Demand fhall 
have been made by his moft Cariftian Majefty. 

ARTICLE Iv. 

And confidering that if the Mu/covites fhould come by 
Land to penetrate into the North, and trouble the Peace 
of the Empire, they could not have any other Paffage 
than through {the Territories of Poland; and as it 
cannot be doubted, but that this Kingdom remembers 
yet the Diforders which the Mufcovites committed there 
a few Years ago, it is agreed, by this prefent Article, 
to communicate to the King and to the Republick of 
Poland, the Concert which has been formed to hinder 
their Entring into the Empire, and to invite them to 
take likewife, on their Part, the moft effeftual Meafures 
to ftop the Paffes which the Mu/fcovites would be defirous 
of taking in the Territories of the Republick of Poland.

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TREATY between Great Britain and the Duke of 
Brunfwick-Lunenbourg-Wolfenbuttel, dated ut Weft- 
minfter the 25th of November 1727. 


\ 7 HEREAS the moft Serene Houfe of Brun/wick- 
Lunenbourg has always endeavoured to preferve 
and cultivate an intimite Friendfhip between all its 
Branches, which has not only contributed to the Glory 
and Happinefs of the faid moft Serene Houfe, but alfo 
tothe Advantage of the Proteftant Religion, the Inte- 
refts whereof the faid Houfe has, at all Times, had at 
Heart: His Majefty the moft Serene King of Great Bri- 
tain, Ele&tor of Brunfwick iunendourz, and his moft se- 
rene Highnefs the Duke of Brun/wick-Lunendourg-Wol- 
fenbuttel, judging that it will be very proper as well 
for the mutual Good of their Houfe, as for that of the 
Proteftant Religion, to ftrengthen the ancient Union by 
new Ties mide between his faid Majefty and his faid 
moft Serene Highnefs, with a View only to give each 
other a mutual Guaranty for their own Countries, and 
without the leaft Defign to caufe any Trouble or to do 
any Prejudice cither to the Emperor or to the Empire, 
or to any other Power whatfoever; to this End they 
have on each Side given fufficient full Power, that is to 
fay, his faid Majefty the moft Serene King of Great Bri- 
tain, to his Privy Counfellors Peter Lord King, Baron 
of Ozkham, High Chancellor of Great Britaia, William 
Duke of Devonfhire, Prefident of his Privy Council, 
Thomas Lord Trevor, Keeper of his Privy Seal, Thowas 
Holles Duke of Newzcaftle, one of his Principal Secre- 
taries of State, Charles Vifcount Town/hend, another of 
his Principal Secretaries of State, and Sir Robert Waipole, 
Knight of the moft Noble Order of the Garter, and firft 
Commiffioner of his Treafury, and his faid moft Serene 
Highnefs the Duke of Brun/wick-Lunenbourg-Wolfenbutt:l, 
to the Sieur Conrard Detleff, Count of Dehn, his Privy 
Minifter of State, Prefident of the Chamber of Convents, 
Dean of the Chapter of St.Blaifeat Brun/wick, Hereditary 
Cup-Bearer of theAbby of Ganderfheien,Lord of Wendh .u/en, 
and Riddaghaufen, Knight of the Dani/h Orders, and his 
Plenipotentiary to his Majefty of Great Britain; who 
having conferred together, on Means the moft proper to 
attain the Ends abovementioned, without doing Hurt 
to any one, have agreed upon the following Articles : 


oe ARTICLE 
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ARTICLE IL 


That there fhall be an intimate Friendfhip, and a 
fincere, firm and unchangeable Union between the faid 
King and the faid Duke, their Heirs and Succeffors, 
which ‘hall be fo exaétly and faithfully obferved, that 
the Contraéting Parties fhall not only advance their mu- 
tual Interefts, but fhall alfo Keep off from each other 
all Injury and Dimage whatfoever, and fhall traverfe, 
as much as poflible, every prejudicial Defign that may 
be formed againft either of the faid Contrafting Par- 
ties, purfuant to the Treaties and Conventions that are 
already fubfifting between the two Branches of the faid 
mioft Serene Houfe. 


ARTICLE IL 


That by virtue of this ftri& Union, the faid Con- 
traéting Parties do promife to afift each other mutually 
by their Councils, and by their good Offices every where, 
where it fhall be needful ; and as the moft Serene King 
of Great Britain promifes to Guaranty to the faid moft 
Serene Duke all his Countries and Dominions ; fo the faid 
moft Serene Duke promifes his Guaranty to the moft 
Serene King for the Defence of his Kingdoms of Great 
Britain and Ireland, and of his Countries and Dominions 
in Germany; and whereas the Treaty concluded at Zell 
May 6, 1671, between the moft Serene Dukes of Brunf- 
awick-Lunenbourz, already obliges the moft Serene Duke 
to maintain always, as far us poffible, the Poffeflion of 
the Town and Fortrefs of Brunfwick, for the common 
Security of the moft Serene Houfe, his fuid meft Serene 
Highnefs renews hereby the whole Tenor of that faid 
Article, engages never to deliver his faid Town and 
Fortrefs of Brun/wick into the Hands, Poffeffion or Pow- 
er of any one whomfoever. 


ARTICLE Iff. 


That in Cafe the abovefaid Countries and Dominions 
of either of the Contraf&ting Parties, be threatned with 
an Attack or Invafion, then they fhall concert together, 
without Lofsof Time, the Means to repulfe their Ene- 
mies, and fhall regulate immediately and without De- 
lay, the Proportions of the Succours to be given mu- 
tually. It being well underftood that the Succours 
which ought to be furnifhed to his Britannick Majefty, 
n the Part of the faid moft Serene Duke, according to 
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the faid Concert to be made, fhall not be fettled at lefs 
than Five Thoufand Men, 


ARTICLE Iv. 


That the abovefaid moft Serene Duke, having repre- 
fented to the abovefaid Serene King, that for putting 
and maintaining himfelf in a Condition and Situation to 
fulfil the better and the more furely the Obligations 
which he was about to contraét with his Majeily, he 
fhould be obliged to take upon himfelf thofe large Ex- 
pences which muft be made for keeping up a Body of 
Troops fufficient to guard his own Country, Towns, 
and Fortreffes, in Cafe of Danger, and to go to the Suc- 
cour of the Countries and Dominions of the faid moft 
Serene King, if there fhall be any Need of it, his Ma- 
jefly the faid King, in Confideration of what is here 
abovefaid, promifes to pay the faid Duke, the Sum of 
Twenty-five Thoufand Pounds Sterling by the Year, 
during the Space of four Years, which annual Sum of 
Twenty-five Thoufand Pounds Sterling fhall be payable 
in equal Portions from three Months to three Months, 
to be reckoned from the Day of the Ratification of the 
prefent Treaty. 





ARTICLE V. 


In Cafe that contrary to all Expettation, any Prince 
er State whatfoever fhould have a Mind, in Hatred of 
the Treaty of Friendfhip and mutual Defence made and 
figned this Day, to make any Infult upon the Coun. 
tries, Towns, and Territories appertaining to the moft 
Serene Duke of Brunfwick-Lunenbourg-Wolfenbuttel, or 
caufe any Injury or D:mige to him there, his Majefty 
the King of Great Britain promifes and engages to Gua- 
ranty the faid moft Serene Duke from fuch Infult, and 
to do all in his Power to put an End to all Injury and 
Damage which might happen to him, in Hatred of the 
abovefaid Treaty. 


ARTICLE VI, 


That this Treaty of Alliance and Friendfhip fhall be 
ratified in due Form, by the faid moft Serene King and 
Duke, and the Ratifications fhall be exchanged in the 
Space of fix Weeks, to be reckoned from the Day of the 
Signing, or fooner if it can be done, 
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In Witnefs whereof we the underwritten, being vefted 
with Full Powers from the moft Serene King of Great Bri- 
tain, and the moft Serene Duke of Brunfwick-Lunenbourg- 
Wilfenduttel, have, in their faid Names, figned the pre- 
fent Treaty of Friendfhip, and have caufed the Seals of 
our Arms to be fet thereunto. Done at Wefiminfter, the 
25th of November in the Year 1727.

HEREAS his moft Serene Highnefs the Duke 
V of Wolfenduttel, hath promifed by the third 
Article of the Treaty figned this Day, to furnith his 
Majefty the King of Great Britain, in the Cafe as is 
there fpecified, with a Body of 5000 Men, and his faid 
moft Se:ene Highnefs, having reprefented the great In- 
conveniencies that might happen to him, if the faid 
Body of Troops fhould be to be tran{ported into the 
Kingd ms of Great Britain and Ireland, »ccording to the 
Contents of the fecond Article of the faid Treaty,. the 
faid moft Serene King confents, that the Troops which 
the faid moft Serene Duke ought to furnifh him with, 
Shall not be obliged to pals over into the faic King- 
doms of his faid Majefty, but that they fhall rather be 
employed either to replace thofe which may be drawn 
from the D minions of his Majefty in Germany, or to 
be put in the Garrifons of the States General, in the 
room of the Troops of the faid States, which may pafs 
“over into the Kingdoms of his faid Majefty, as the 
whole fhall be more-exaétly regulated when the Cafe 
thall exift.

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SCOTLAND. 


HE General Affembly of the Church of Scotland 
met at Edinburgh on Thur/day the 24 of May, and 
proceeded to the Choice of a Moderator, which fell upon 
Mr. William Wifhart, Principal of the College of Edin- 
burgh, who had born that Office in feveral former Gene- 
ral Affemblies. His Majefty’s Commiffion conftituting 
the Right Honourable the Earl of Loudoun his Majetty’s 
High Commiflioner, was read; as was alfo his Majefty’s 
moit gracious Letter to the General Affembly.

His Majefty’s High Cammiffianer’s Speech to the General Aj- 
fembly of the Church of Scotland 


Right Reverend and Right Honourable, 

HE Death of fo great and fo good a King as we 

have loft fince your laft Meeting, mutt have affeéted 
you in a very fenfible Manner, who during the whole 
Courfe of his Reign have receiv’d fo many Marks of his 
Royal Prote&ion and Favour. 

This great Lofs has been well repair’d by his Maje- 
fly’s peaceable Acceffion to the Throne of his Royal An- 
ceftors, who while Prince of Wales, gave us Reafon to 
hope for all the Bleflings which can be expeéted undet 
the beft of Governments; and whofe Reign has made 
good and confirmed our Hopes. 

I have received his Majefty’s Commands to affure you, 
that he is very fenfible of the fteady Adherence of this 
Church to the Succeffion of His Family, and to the 
Proteftant Intereft in general ; and that he has the moft 


intire 
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intire Confidence in your Loyalty and Affection for his 
Perfon and Government. 

I am authorized by his Majefty to take this firft Op. 
portunity to tell you, that it is his Majefty’s fix’d and 
determin’d Refolution inviolably to maintain and fup. 
port Presbyterian Government in the Church of Scotland 
in the full Enjoyment of all its Rights and Privileges. 

It is fo much your Duty, and has been fo much your 
Pra&tice, to promote true Religion and Piety, to ufe 
fincere Endeavours to fupprefs Prophanenefs and Im- 
morality, and to prevent the Growth of Popery, that 
his Majefty’s affuring you of his chearful and ready 
Concurrence for promoting thefe great and good Ends 
muft be very agreeable to you, and animate you to ex; 
ert yourfelves ftill more and more in thefe Duties. 

That you my be the better enabled to prevent the 
Growth cof Popery and Ignorance in the Highlands 
and Iflands, his Majefty has been gracioufly pleafed to 
grant Warrant for One thoufand Pounds for the Enter- 
tainment of Itinerant Preachers and Catechifts in thefe 
Countries, to be managed and accounted for in the Man- 
ner as directed by the former, and by this Warrant 
which is in my Hands. 

IT know that you will receive this Mark of his Maje- 
fty’s Favour with all imaginable Gratitude, and that 
you will take Care that the pious Purpofes for which 
it is granted, may be ftill farther promoted, and the Peo- 
ple there taught their Duty to God and the King. 





Right Reverend and Right Honourable, 

His Majefty has been pleafed to confer upon me the 
Honour of reprefenting his Rayal Perfon in this Affem- 
bly; your Condu& in former Affemblies, and particu- 
larly in thofe where I had the Honour to reprefent 
his late Majefty,encouraged me to undertake this impor- 
tant Truft, which I fhall endeavour to execute with 
great Fidelity to his Majefty, and with a fincere Regard 
to the Intereft of the Church of Scotland. 

I doubt not you are came together with the beft Dif- 
pofitions for the Good of both Church and State. I 
hope your Deliberations will be managed with the 
Prudence and Moderation, and your Decifions accom- 
panied with the Unanimity, Equity and Juftice ufual in 
your Affemblies; fo that this may be brought to as 
happy a Conclufion as any former Affembly of this 
Church.

Letter to this firft General Aflembly of the Church 
of Scotland which had the Happinefs to meet fince the 
Beginning of your Majefty’s moit aufpicious Reign, we 
receiv’d with the greateft Joy, and acknowledge with 
the utmoft Gratitude. 

The Mention your Majefty is pleafed to make of the 
firm and fteady Adherence of our former General Af- 
femblies to the Succeffion in your Royal Family, and 
to the Proteftant Intereft in general ; of their Zeal for 
the Advancement of Piety and Virtue; and of the Pru- 
dence, Wifdom and Moderation, which influenced their

firmeft Confidence, as efteeming your Majefty’s Royal 
Proteftion to be, under God, our great Security. 

Your Majefty dees us the greateft Honour, when you 
are pleafed to exprefs the mott intire Confidence in our 
Loyalty and good Affe&tion for your Perfon and Govern- 
ment ; and it fhall be our Care, through Divine Af 
fiftance, fo to acquit ourfelves upon every Occafion, as 
your Majefty may never have Reafon either to alter or 
to leffen it.

and happy Acceflion to the Crown, having in Provi- 
dence fallen out fince the laft Meeting of a Genera 
Affembly of this Church, we humbly prefume to take 
hold of this firft Occafion, to give Vent to thefe diffe- 
rent Paflions, which, even at this Diftance of Time, 
continue to work in our Minds, upon Occafion of thefe 
important Occurrences.

Meeting, unanimoufly approved : Yet we cannot fore

On the 11th of Maythe General Affemblv having heard 
a Petition of the Royal College of Phyficians in Edin- 
éurgh, reprefenting a Defign of ere&ting an Infirmary or 
Hofpital for fick Poor, with a Memorial and Propofal 
fcr erefting the fame, thev, with the greateft Ear- 
neftnefs for the Advancement of this fo Chriftian and 
Charitable a Defign, did recommend a publick Contri- 
bution through all the Parifhes in Scotland , 

The 13th the Affembly having at this and two for- 
mer Dyets, heard Profeffor Simpfon and his Procurators 
fully, as to the Relevancy and Proof of the three Arti- 
cles of the Libel, for Proof whereof no Witnefs has 
been adduced, but are to be proven from the Profeffor’s 
own Papers and Writings; they agreed, That the Pro- 
feffor’s teaching or venting that the Terms NecejJary 
a gees Supreme Deity, and the Title of the only true 
God, may be taken, end are by fome Authors taken 
in a Senfg that includes the Perfonal Property of th¢ 
=~ " a ' Father, 
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Father, and fo not belonging to the Son; that though 
he faid that NecejJary Exijtence, Supreme Deity, and the 
Title of the only true God, might belong to the Son in 
fuch a Senfe as included not the Perfonal Property of the 
Father, yet he told not what that Senfe was; but with- 
out doing fo he inculcated the forefaid Dittin@tion as a 
Caution that might be neceffary for Students in reading 
both ancient and modern Authors, whether Friends 
or Adverfiries to the Truths; is both relevant to in- 
fer Cenfure, and alfo proven from the Profeffor’s own 
Papers and Writings. 

The 15th the Affembly having heard the Report 
of the Committee for revifing the Aétings of the Com- 
mittee for Reformation of the Highlands, did approve 
of their Proceedings, and gave the Members thereof 
hearty Thanks for the great Pains and Trouble they 
had taken, and the Care and Faithfulnefs they had 
fhew’d in the Management of the Matters committed 
to thems; and having alfo heard a full and particular 
Report, the faid Committee, relative to the State of the 
Highlands, did inftru& the Commiffion to reprefent the 
fame to his Majefty, and the Affembly did nomi- 
nate a new Committee for managing his Majetty’s 
Bounty given this Year for advancing a Reformatica 
in the Highlands. 

The Affembly recommended moft earneftly a Col- 
Je&tion for building a fettled Place of Worfhip in the 
Enzie to be made through all the Parifhes in Scotland, 
in fuch Manner, and at fuch Times as the fevera) Pres- 
byters fhall find moft expedient and likely to advance 
the Defign. 

The Affembly having heard the Report of the feveral 
Committees, as to the Synod Books, ordered the fame 
to be attefted, and appointed the Synods whofe Books 
were not brought up, to have the fame ready to be 
laid before the next Affembly ; and having heard the 
Report of a Committee for the Publick Accounts, as 
to the State of the Publick Monev, and Procurator and 
Agent their Accounts, did approve the fame. 

The 16th the Affembly, at preceding Dyets having 
heard Profeffor Simpfon and his Procurators upon the 
Grounds of Alleviation of the Charge brought againit 
him in the Articles that have been found relevant 
and proven, and having heard three feveral Declarations 
figned by him, as to thefe Articles, found that his 
Sentiments, as therein exprefs’d, are found and orthodox; 
but confidering what hath been found relevant and 
proven againft him, the Ofisnce he hath given, = 
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that the Procefé is not entirely finifhed, did agree to 
fufpend him from Preaching and Teaching, and all 
Exercife of any Ecclefiaflical Power of Function, until 
another General Aifembly fhall think fit to take off his 
Sentence ; leaving it tothe next General Afflembly to 
do concerning him as to them fhall feem fit. 

Upon Application of the Magiftrates and other Heri- 
tors of the Parifh of Kirkaldy, the Affembly did ims 
power their Commiffion finally to determine in any 
Reference or Appeal that may be brought before them 
about the Planting of that Parifh, the fame always 
coming in a regular Courfe fram the Synod 3 they al- 
fo impowered the faid Commiffion to determine in any 
Appeals or References concerning the Planting the 
Churches in Edinburgh. 

The Affembly having heard a Petition of the Col- 
le&tor of the Stamp Duties jn Scotland, appointed the 
feveral Presbyteries to be acquainted with the Contents 
thereof, and they are defired to take Care to obferve 
the Direftions of the Law in that Matter, that they 
may not incur the Penalties thereof. 

The Affembly having heard an Inftru&tion from the 
King’s College of Aberdeen, concerning the Plante 
ing of the Parifh of Old Macher, did refufe the fame. 

The Affembly having remitted divers Affairs to the 
Confideration of the Commiffion, and the Bufinefs of 
the Affembly being finifhed, the Moderator addrefs’d 
the Members of Affembly, and his Grace the Com- 
miffioner, in a Speech; in Return to which the Com- 
miffoner made another. The next General Affembly 
was appointed to be held at Edindurgh the 1ft Thurfday 
of May next to come, 17293 and this Aflembly was con- 
cluded with Prayer and finging of a Part of the 72d 
Pfalm, from the 17th Verfe to the Clofe, and pronoun- 
cing of the Blefling. 

This Regifécr thal! conclude with the following Speech; 
but it mutt be firit obferved, That the Convocation of the 
Clergy of the Province of Canterbury, being prorogued 
to the 20th of March, was again upon that Day further 
prorogued to the roth of April, but before the Proroga- 
tion was fignified to the Lower Houfe, a ReyerendMem- 
ber made the following remarkable Speech,

HE prefent Liefure and Silence of the Houfe feems 
very favourable toany proper Motion: And 

That which [ would beg Leave to offer by You, Sir, 
at this Time, is not, I humbly conceive, any ways im- 
proper; a§ “tis grounded on that Part of his Majeity’s 
gracious 
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gracious Anfwer to the late Addrefs of both Houfes, juft 
now read to us from the Minutes of This: Where he is 
pleafed to affure us, That He will be ready on his Part to- 
wards a vigorous Execution of the Law againft Bla/phemy, 
Prophanene{s, and Immorality. — A Royal and moft en- 
couraging Affurance this, which may be entirely de- 
pended on for his Majefty’s Part; and with more Effect 
I prefume when the Church Reprefentative fhall repre- 
prefent to his Majefty, in Time and Manner moft allow. 
able, what Perfons or Things may be moi Jikely to im- 
pede or promote thofe his Religious Purpofes. 
Mr. Prolocutor, 

Tis his Majefty’s unqueftionable Prerogative, when 
ever he pleafes to call together the Clergy of this King 
dom, to meet in Synods, National oz Provincial. 

*Tis as much his acknowledged Right to prefcribe to 
the Clergy when fo called, whether Nationally or Pro- 
vincially, what they fhall treat about, when met toge- 
ther in their refpeGtive Houfes. And 

As *tis the High Privilege of the Archbifhop and Bi- 
fhops, with the Clergy of the whole Province of Canter- 
bury, to be culled together at this Time by his Maje- 
jefty’s Grace, ad traftandum, confultandum © confeutiens 
dum de quibufdam urgentibus Negotiis — Pacem & Tran- 
quillitatem Regni concernentibus — © aliis que clarius expo- 
nentur : "Tis confequently the bounden Duty of thofe 
who have the Honour to be Members of this Grand 
Council Ecclefiaftical, as it were, to look out diligently, 
to defcry narrowly, and to befpeak feafonably what may 
be thought beft for the Security of our Common Parent, 
and the Great Defender of the Faith. Nor can it be 
deem’d unfeafonable, I humbly hope, for any dutiful 
Subje& or Son both of Church and State, Then to loofen 
his Tongue-ftrings, if ever, when the feveral Parts and 
Offices of our moft Holy Religion fhall be expofed, as on 
a Stage, to the Prophaneft Mockeries of the Licentious ; 
when the Grounds and Reafons of Chriftianity fhall be 
furioufly attacked by Men of Protligate Principles; and 
when the Divineft Teftimonies thereof, whether Pro- 
phecies or Fa&ts the moft Miraculous, fhall be turned 
all into meer empty Allegory, or nothing but Ridicule. 

My Motion then, with all due Submiffion, is, That 
at the Requeft of this Houfe, (if it may be) Application 
be made by our mott Reverend and Honoured Prefident, 
(fo well known to be expert in, and equal to all Affairs

Refolutions may be the fooner rendered effeftual, fince 
"tis evident, That becau/e Fudgment is not /peedily had, 
concerning fuck Evil Doers (who remarkably point 
themfelves out) their Herts are every Day more and 
more /et in them to do Evil: And . 

As the Hopes of the beft Chriftians without Doors, 
and the Fears of the worft, are earneftly engaged ina 
prefent Expeétation of fome more publick Examination 
of their Wicked Tenets, lately fo induftrioufly propagat- 
ed amongft us, and a more publick Cen/ure of them too, 
than hitherto has been had, (poflibly in Convocation, 
fhould the Judgment thereof be deemed a Remedy ade- 
quate to the Malady) His Majefty by the Grace of God, 
fo wel} inclined already to the Glorious Work of curb- 
ing Infidelity, the moft affuming, may by the fame 
Grace be more ftrongly impreffed to a readier Exertion 
of his Sacred Intentions for the Interefts of Religion and 
Virtue ; which may thence become the Triumphs of his 
Reign, when fupported next to his own Heart, by the 
fhining Example of his Royal Confort and Family, 
whom God long prefer ve together, as the choicelt Bletlings 
of thefe happy Realms, did they but underftand and evi- 
dence fuch their Happinefs, by a fubmiflive Conduét an- 
{werable to fuch eminent Examples of Goodnefs. 

Mr. Prolocutor, 

What has been now offered, proceeds from nothing 
more than a hearty Zeal for the Glory of God, the Safe- 
ty, Honour, and Welfare of our Sovereign and his King- 
doms ;.a juft Regard for our Right Reverend Fathers in 
Chrift, and the due Repofe of all fuch whofe Minds are 
difquieted thro” the perverfe Difputings of impious and 
unftable Men. In fhort, there is no other Aim in all 
that has been thus moved with Sincerity: But, 

That the Sacred Revelations be no longer blafphemed 
by unhollowed Pens or Tongues: That the King’s 
Throne may be confirmed by Righteoufnefs: That the 
High Charafters and Great Abilities of my Lords the 
Bifhops, who are worthy of Double Honour, may ftill 
be treated as fuch; and that we may none of us go 
down into Silence, e’re we have born our Teftimony 
againft the Defying Infidelity of thofe, who at this 
Time do go about to overturn Foundations. — But whilft 
the Spirit of God fhall enable us to difcharge our Duties 
here and elfewhere, with that Fidelity and becoming 
Affurance, which we may fafely ufe under the Protec- 
tion of his Religious and Gracious Vicegerent, They 
thall not now, nor ever, be able to prevail agajnft them,
